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LonpDoN, Jan. 24.—The lull in war 

alarms which began on Saturday has now be- 
come so marked that everybody is congratulat- 
ing himself on the warscare having permanently 
ended. Thisit has by no means done. It may 
be a week and it may be longer, but a grave re- 
currence of the panic is sure to come, It seems 
to be true, however, that the tone of official 
Russia, for the moment, has become very peace- 
able. 
The arrest of Coxin London last night is likely 
to transcend in importance any other act of the 
Irish executive. I spoke last week of a project, 
the purpose of which was to make it possible by 
act of Parliament to arrest people in England 
on Irish warrants, but I said it was improbable 
that such a step would be taken, owing to the 
great unpopularity of such a measure. ThisI 
was told by a man who is in possession of the 
closest secrets of some of the Ministers. Yet 
now it seems that the Government has 
found out that an Irish warrant may be 
executed in England by the [sole formality 
of an indorsement by an English magistrate. 
Hence the bold step of seizing upon Mr. Cox on 
the doorsteps of a hotel 10 minutes’ walk from 
Parliament House. Naturally there is a great 
outery over the thing, and some Tory author- 
ities rather question the legality of the act. The 
Liberal Unionist £cho attacks it fiercely, saying 
editorially that it will only serve to make Bal- 
fourian rule still more odious and give some 
show of force to the plea that Englishmen can- 
not rule Ireland without resorting to detestable 
acts of despotism. This would be interesting if 
it meant that the Echo had been converted by 
such spectacles, but what really ails it is the 
phenomenal success of Mr. T. P. O’Connor’s Star, 
which is taking thousands of Radical ha’pennies 
away from the Echo. 

There is now a revival of hope among the 
Irish that the Pope will resist the English over- 
tures, and refuse to do more than cautiously 
recommend the Irish Bishops to inculcate re- 
spect for law and order. It is said that Cardinal 
Manning has been writing a series of letters to 
the Pope urging him not to take ground against 
the Nationalists. 

I hearin aratherroundabout way that the Ger- 
man Crown Prince is really worse, and that the 
revelation of the fact will not be postponed 
more than a few days. 

Ismail Pasha, who, next to Isabella, is the 
most eminent ex-Sovereign left on the boards, 
has succeeded better than sbe has in getting a 
value out of. pretendership.

THE OPPRESSORS OF IRELAND. 
MR. COX’S ARREST DENOUNCED—TWO 

LETTERS FROM MR. BRIGHT 

LONDON, Jan. 24.+Mr. Cox, Nationalist 
member of Parliament for Clare, who: was ar- 
rested in London yesterday after leading the 
Irish police such a long chase,has arrived at 
Ennis, where he will be tried for addressing 
proclaimed League meetings. He was remanded 
without bail. The council of the Liberal Federa- 
tion to-day condemned the Government for the 


arrest in London of Mr. Cox, and decided to 
contest the legality of the act. The council also 
condemned the treatment to which political 
prisoners in Ireland are subjected as unworthy 
the Government of a free people. 

Mr. John Bright, writing to the author of an 
article on ** The Continuity of the Irish Revolu- 
tion,” says: ** Mr. Gladstone has changed his 
mind and policy, but there is no proof that the 
revolution has changed its course or its ultimate 
vbjects, and there is nothing in America that 
indicates such a change.” 

Mr. Bright, writing on ** Gladstonian Partisan- 
shipin Municipal Eleetions,” says: ‘ The fol- 
lowers of Mr. Gladstone have adopted a policy 
thatis opposed to genuine Liberal principles. 
They have swallowed doctrines which, up to two 
years ago, they condemned and abbhorred. At 
the invitation of an eminent statesman they 
tried to break up Parliament, butonly succeeded 
in breaking up their own party. The Liberais 
must bear the evils thus thrust ppon them. 
Whatis good in the country will survive the 
present troubles.” 

Mr. John Dillon, in aspeech at Cambriage to- 
day, deciared that, notwithstanding the sub- 
serviency of the local magistracy to the tyranny 
of the castle authorities, the Government’s 
policy iu Ireland was an abject fail- 
ure. Wherever the League had been pro- 
claimed, said Mr. Dillon, its strength had 
trebled. Some of the League’s greatest 
“plan of campaign” victories had been gained 
in the past fortnight. Mr. Dilion’s only fear 
Was not that the spirit of Irish nationality 
would be quenched by coercion, vut that the 
last chance of knitting the hearts of English- 
menand Irishmen in bonds of love and sym- 
pathy would pass unseized. 

The Right Hon. Henry Matthews, Home Sec- 
retary, addressing the electors of Birmingham 
to-night, said there had never been a more 
united Cabinet than the present one. The 
stories of dissension among the Ministers were 
false. The next session would be devoted to 
business, and the Irish question would take the 
second place. The coming Local Government 
vill, he said, would be a broad and liberal 
measure. 

Mr. William O’Brien is rapidly recovering 
from the eftects of his imprisonment. 

Lord Dufferin has replied to his Irish tenants, 
Who asked a 40 per cent. reduction in rents, 
that he leaves the matter inthe hands of his 
agent. The latter will only grant a 10 per 
cent. reduction, and there is great discontent 
ainong the tenants. 

A row occurred at the railway station at Gal- 
way, Ireland, to-day between a crowd which 
Was awaiting the arrival of Fathers Burke and 
Francis and the police. The latter charged the 
people, using their batons freely, while the 
crowd retaliated by throwing stones and bottles, 
Several persons were injured, among them a 
member ofthe Municipal Council, who received 
three cuts on the head froma policeman’s baton, 
and several women and boys. One boy is dying 
from the effects of the clubbing he received. 

The committee which is being organized to re- 
ceive Mr. John Morley and the Marquis of 
Ripon on their arrival in Dublin already num- 
bers 3,000 persons, and includes three peers, 
many aristocrats, 19 Bishops and 204 magis- 
trates. 

In the Divorce Court to-day, in the case of an 
Englishwomaa named Turner, who had married 
an American named Thompson, and who had 
had the marriage annulled by an American 
court, the Judge held that the woman 
having married an American and lived 
with him in. America was entitled to the same 
laws as her husband, and therefore the decrees 
pronounced in America was binding in England 
without a further decree from an English court. 

Mr. Davia Wasson, Professor of Rhetoric and 
English Literature in the University of Edin- 
burgh, delivered a lecture in that city to-night, 
in the course of which he characterized Ignatius 
Donnelly’s Shakespearean cryptogram as miser- 
able drivel and a tissue of arithmetical puzzies 
which would be hissed even in bedlam.

METZ, Jan. 24.—Regarding the recent in- 
cident on the frontier, in which a Frenchman 
named Barbarot was deprived of his gun by a 
German customs officer named Hahnemann, the 
Lothringer Zeitung says: ‘*Hahnemann saw 
Barbarot following game on German soil. As 
poaching is of daily occurrence he decided to ar- 
rest the intruder. He overtook Barbarot a few 


paces from the frontier, on German soil, and re- 
quested him to follow him. Barbarot refused 
aud resisted arrest. During the struggle which 
then ensued Barbarot was disarmed. The Ger- 
man district Direetor and the Police Commis- 
sary are making an official inguiry into the 
affair in order to determine whether Hahne- 
mann’s story or the version given by Barhbarot, 
who said he was enticed across the frontier and 
then arrested, is the correct one.”

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 24.—The Govern- 
ment proposes to impose a tax of 3 per cent.

SYDNEY, New South Wales, Jan. 24.—The 
celebration of the centenary of New South 
Wales was begun here to-day, the occasion 
being the anniversary of the landing of the first 
Governor of the colony.

Special thanksgiving services 
were held to-day in the Anglican and Catholic 
cathedrals. The ceremonies in the Catholic 
cathedral were attended by the Archbishop and 
all the Bishops of Australia. 
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THOBE WILL RUN AGAIN. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., Jan. 24.—Mr. John 
Jarrett, who returned from Washington yester- 
day, talked this afternoon on the Carlisle-Thobe 
election contest. Mr. Jarrett was shown an 
article in which he was accused of saying that if 
the Republicans stood by Thobe and made a 
demonstration as though they were for him from 
the first Jarrett could throw the whole labor 
vote of the country into the hands of the Repub- 


lican managers. The article also accuses Mr. 
Jarrett of saying that he would compel Thobe to 
run against Carlisle at thefnextelection. Both 
statements were pronounced false by Mr. Jar- 
rott.

THE YOKE OF THE LEADERS 


IT MAY BE THROWN 
THE MINERS. 
THE GENERAL DRIFT OF PUBLIC OPIN- 


ION IS IN FAVOR OF ABANDONING 
THE STRIKE. 


READING, Penn., Jan. 24.—The reply of 
the miners’ joint committees to President Cor- 
bin’s statement is now being disoussed in busi- 
ness and labor circles, The opinion gains ground 
that there is no prospect of an early settlement 
of the strike, and that tne statements and 
counter-statements now being given to the pub- 
lic accomplish nothing. Leading citizens say 
that there is evidently no desire for a settlement 
on the part of the leaders; that the strike will 
continue as long as the latter can influence the 
miners. A gentleman who returned last 
night from the coal regions stated that there isa 
growing disposition of the miners to throw off 
the yoke, and thata good many complaints are 
heard in regard to the Strike Committee, who 
are charged with having a good time, with 
traveling around the country and feasting at 
the leading hotels, while the families of the men 
now idle are in misery and want. On account 
of the unfavorable outlook preparations to blow 
out furnaces in the Schuylkill Valley have been 
resumed. Those that have been running with 
coke have been kept in operation only tem- 
porarily in the hope that the strike would soon 
be settled. One of the stacks of the Keystone 
Furnace Company, 1n this city, was blown out 


yesterday for an indefinite period, throwing about 
50 men out of employment. Seyfert’s rolling 
mill, south of this city, was also compelled to 
suspend on account of the lack of coal. All dis- 
patches received here to-day from difterent 
points in the coal regions indicate that while a 
majority of the miners are atill resolute there 
is increasing dissatisfaction, and that it is only 
a question of time as to the miners ultimately 
yielding. Public opinion is shaping events, and 
the general drift is in favor of abandoning the 
strike. Forty cars of pea and buckwheat coal 
are being loaded per day at the Reading Rail- 
road chutes near the roundhouses in this city. 
This is being sent to various points for the com- 
pany’s locomotives. 


POTTSVILLE, Penn., Jan. 24.—The miners’ 
joint committee, in concluding their reply to 
President Corbin, say: While we may be anx- 
ious to adjust any difficulties that may exist, 
yet the official acts of this committee in its 
dealings with the company have been contined 
sulely to the question of wages, in proof of 
which we herewith submit our latest official 
aets:

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 24.—S. B. Whiting, 
Superintendent of the Reading corvoration’s 
mines, came down from Pottsville by request, it 
is said, and held a conference with General 
Manacer McLeod to-day. After the conference, 
Mr. McLeod said there were no new develop- 
ments in the strike and that no additional col- 
lieries were in operation. Mr. Whiting said his 
visit had no special significance. He de- 
clined to express any ,opinion as to the 
probable duration of the strike as he 
said he had no communication with 
themen. Persons outside of the company’s offi- 
cials regarded the conference with Mr. Whiting 
as likely toleai toa near settlement of the 
strike. Anumber of prominent Knights who 
have been in private communication with Potts- 
ville, expressed the opinion that the miners 
would likely break away from the railroaders, 
as that strike was irrevocably lost. There was 
little cnange in the local situation. The Central 
Committee of Fifteen are getting down to work, 
and after a meeting yesterday morning in Key- 
stone Hall they scattered all over town to so- 
licit aid to put'the strike, on a better financial 
basis. The usnal all-day meetings of the men 
were held in Mutual and Keystone Halls. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—The resolution 
introduced by Mr. Anderson of Kansas directing 
Congressional inquiry into the Reading strike 
was again under discussion before the House 
Committee on Commerce to-day. The session 
was rather stormy, and every member of the 
committee freely expressed his views upon the 
matter under consideration. Representative 
Brumm of Pennsylvania made a long statement 
touching the origin of the troubles, and defended 
the action of the striking miners. He said that 
he had intended to usk for a Congressional 
inquiry into the strike, and had only been 
anticipatea by reason of temporary ab- 
sence. Referring to Austin Corbin’s state- 
ment of the agreement with the miners upon 
rates of wages, Mr. Brumm said they had not 
violated that agreement in any sense. When it 
was wade Mr. Corbin had expressly stated that 
it could not run beyond Jan. 1, for the reason 
that he could not bind the management of the 
company, which was to resume control of the 
company on that day, and therefore the miners 
did not feel bound by it when it had expired by 
its own terms. Some of the members of the com- 
mittee took the ground that the strike could 
properly be investigated by the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission, asit was alleged that the com- 
pany had violated section 7 of the pjnter-State 
Commerce act forbidding any conspiracy or 
agreement to prevent the continuous operation 
of railroads in the handling of freight 
trafic. When the hour of 12 o'clock 
was reached, Mr. Anderson moved that the 
resolution be again taken up on Thursday, with

OHEAP TELEPHONES WANTED. 


8T. LOUIS PROTESTS AGAINST THE BELL 
COMPANY’S CHARGES, 

St. Louis, Jan. 24.—The business men of 
the city have begun a raid against the Bell Tele- 
phone monopoly. A petition signed by several 
hundred of the leading firms has been circu- 
lated, addressed to the municipal authorities, 
praying that a bill be passed fixing the tele- 
phone charges at $50 a year instead of $100, the 
figure now in force. Mr. Fielding Mansfield, 
who has charge of the petition, says: 

“In the smaller towns throughout the West 
the yearly charge for the use of a telephone is 
much cheaper than it isin this big city. Why, 
you can get a telephone in almost any Western 
city for just half what you are required to pay 


in 8t. Louis, and you are given just as good serv- 
ice. The Bell Company charges $100 a year per 
instrument, and it has on its list about 2,000 
telephones. This will show that the company’s 
yearly income from its subscribers is about 

00,000. Now the company says thatif its in- 
come is cut down one-haif the expenses attend- 
ant on the operation of its plant will re- 
main the same, and that it will be just that 
much the loser, but if the company were 
tocut down its charge to $50 per year, itis 
safe to say that every business man who keeps 
a telephone at his office will put one into his 
house, and in addition to all this there will bea 
great number of people who will take a tele- 
phone at $50 who would not be willing to pay 
as much as $100 per year for one, The company 
argues that if its business weredncreased its ex- 
penses would also be increased. Well and good, 
but the increase in its business would more 
than counterbalance its increase in expenses, 
Then again the Pan Telephones Company wanted 
to come In here and do business at $50 a year, 
and the Bell people crowded it out.”

TO RELIEVE THE JUDGES. 

TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 24.—A bill is soon to 
be introduced in the Legislature which will be 
viewed with special interest by the Bench and 
Bar of the State. For years the Judges of the 
Supreme Court and of the Court of Errors and 
Appeals have been complaining that they are 
overworked, and that under the present ju- 
dicial system they cannot hope ever to clear 
their calendars of the cases upon them. Efforts 


to have a constitutional convention assemble to 
remedy the evil have been made repeatedly 
without success, and the bill in question is de- 
signed to effect the reform needed. The 
bill will create seven uew Judges, one 
in each Congressional district, to have charge 
of the circuit work.

PACIFIC RAILROAD DEBTS 


THE SUBJECT REFERRED TO 
A SELEOT COMMITTEE. 
SENATOR HOAR WILL PROBABLY BE THE 

CHAIRMAN—WORK ON THE TARIFF 
BILL—NAVAL ACADEMY REFORM. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—By the very de- 
cided majority of 39 in a vote of 69 the Senate 
decided to-day to take the subject of the Govern- 
mental debt of the Pacific Railroads away from 
the Committee on the Judiciary and put it in 
charge of a special committee. There was some 
opposition and a good deal of debate before the 
action was taken. When the President’s mes- 
sage transmitting the report of the Pacific Rail- 
road Commission was received in the Senate 
Mr. Hoar moved to refer it to a select 
committee of five, and the motion was 
carried without objection. Later in the 
day Mr. Gorman entered a motion to reconsider 
that action. and to-day this motion was taken 
up. Several members of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee, Chairman Edmunds and Mr. Hoar in partic- 
ular, declared that the committee would be glad 
to get rid of the subject, because, among other 
reasons, bills recommended by it looking to an 
adjustment of thedebt nad been treated with 
scant courtesy by the Senate, while the mem- 
bers of the committee had been criticised and 
maligned by the press and credited with cor 
rupt motives in proposing such measures. 
Mr. Hoar took upon himself the entire re- 
sponsibility for the error in computation by 
which the Government would have received 
several million dollars less than its due under 
the bill reported to the Judiciary Committee in 
the last Congress. He made this error an argu- 
ment for a special committee by saying that if 
the Judiciary Committee could have given hear- 
ings to representatives and skilled accountants 
of the interested roads the error would not have 
got into the bill. A special committee could 
give such hearings. Messrs. Coke and George of 
the committee opposed a special committee, and 
Mr. Piatt, who afterward voted for it, pointed 
out that it was only naming anew set of Sena- 


tors to receive the criticisms of the press. After 
the motion to reconsider had been adopted 
Mr. Hoar accepted Mr. Gorman’s proposition to 
make the committee consist of seven instead of 
five members. Then Mr. Sabin argued that the 
matter should go to the Railroad Committee, of 
which he is Chairman, and moved to send it 
there. His motion was promptly voted down, 
and then the motion for a select committee was 
agreed to by a vote of54to15. The negative 
vote was thrown by 12 Democrats and Messrs. 
Davis, Sabin, and Spooner, Republicans. Under 
the operation of ‘Senatorial courtesy” Mr. Hoar 
will be made the Chairman of the new commit- 
tee. The Pacific railroads will be satisfied if Mr. 
Hoar is put at the committee’s head. 
n* 


The Democratic members of the Ways and 
Means Committee are working upon the tariff 
bill in a systematic way. They have divided 


the schedules among them, and, having made 
the proposed changes individually, discuss them 
in gatherings of the entire majority. This work 
is preliminary, and not atallfinal. The action 
of the committee will be governed, before re- 
porting the measure, largely by the suggestions 
and recommendations of the Treasury. Several 
gentlemen from the Arkwright Club of Boston 
are here to give the committee reasons for not 
changing the duties on goods when such changes 
may ioterfere with their industry. It is.prob- 
able that the bill will not, as at one time pro- 
posed, entirely abolish the tobacco tax, but that, 
upon the suggestion of some of the tobacco 
men, the tax will be reduced. The Republicans 
on and off the comwittee are shouting vocifer- 
ously over the “Free Trade” bill that is ex- 

ected, and are unreasonadly complaining 

ecause the Democrats do not ask their advice 
in making upa tax reduction measure. There 
will be no haste about reporting the measure, 
for the reason that it is believed to be wiser to 
spend the time in the committee in preparation 
rather than to attempt to get the bill into 
shape in the House upon an imperfect skeleton. 
Mr. Carlisle, whose advice will gang be 
asked before the bili is reported, will leave 
here probably on Thursday, for Fortress Monroe, 
and will then go South to keep his engagements 
to speak at Macon and Atlanta on Feb, 6 and 7. 
So the billis not likely to be reported before 
that time. 

“Boss” Chandler cannot take to himself the 
credit of having become interested in the Jack- 
son “outrage” earlier than the President, and 


he will find it impossible to make anybody be- 
lieve that he is more determined than the Presi- 
dent to discountenance any improper act in con- 
nection withit. The matter was looked into by 
the President the day that it was first reported 
in the newspapers. He sent for the United 
States Marshal at once and told him that for bis 
counection with the affair he must give up his 
commission as an olficer under the Administra- 
tion. Inquiry as to the part alleged to have 
been taken by the other United States officers 
mentioned in the same connection tailed to sub- 
stantiate the allegations about them. 


There does not appear to be any anxiety 
among New-York Democrats to secure the office 
of Assistant Treasurer, recently made vacant by 


the resignation of Mr. Charles J. Canda. The 
only candidate who has presented himseif up to 
this time is Mr. William Sherer, the present 
Deputy Assistant Treasurer. The name of ex- 
Controller E. ¥Y. Loew has been mentioned here 
by some of the visiting Democrats, but he has 
not thought it worth while as yet to present any 
papers indicating his desire to be seriously con- 
sidered. The place will not be filled hastily or 
without careful consideration of the needs of 
the office or the capacity or integrity of the can- 
didates who may apply for it. 


In the House to-day Mr. Belmont of New-York 
presented a memorial signed by David Dudley 
Field, Andrew Carnegie, Abram 8. Hewitt, and 
others, asking for the passage of a joint resolu- 


tion requesting the President to propose to the 
Government of Great Britain the making of a 
treaty between the two nations, for a limited 
period at least, providing that in case a differ- 
ence should arise between them respecting the 
interpretation of apy treaty, or any claim 
of either under the established law 
of nations, or respecting the pbounda- 
ry of their respective possessions, or 
respecting any wrong alleged to have been com- 
mitted by either nation upon the other, it shall 
be the earnest endeavor of both the contracting 
parties to accommedate the difference by con- 
Ciliatory negotiations, and that In no event 
shall either nation begin a war against the 
other without first offering to submit the dit- 
ferences between them to arbitration. The 
memorial states that since the general pacifica- 
tion of 1815 there have been nearly 60 in- 
stances of arbitration for the settlement of in- 
ternational disputes, a fact which shows, say 
the memorialists, that international arbitration 


is notonly not visionary but eminently prac- 
ticable.

A sub-committee to-cay reported favorably

Offending railroad officers 
or agents are made liable td a fine of $1,000 or 
imprisonment for six months, while the 
company is held liable for civil damages.

imburse mercantile houses which have since 
1870 paid commercial travelers’ ligense fees to 
the District of Columbia. This action is being

The report of the Naval Academy Board, 
which has just been made, furnishes some 
strong argumentsin favor of a reduction of the 


course of training for naval cadets from six to 
four years. The course was originally increased 
from four to six years, principally for the pur- 
pose of reducing the number of appointments 
tothe navy. Thisreason does not new exist be- 
cause the number of appointments is restricted 
to the aggregate number of vacancies occurring 
each year. One reason the board has for object- 
ing to the two years consumed in cruising 
is that it costs the country annually 
about $12,000 for the return of each 
class to the ucademy for final graduation. 
Another objection is that so far as the cadets 
who are honorably discharged are concerned 
the two years’ course at sea is without value 
to the Government, although entailing annual 
expense for their pay and rations estimated at 
$33,000, while the persons so discharged virtu- 
ally waste two years, during which they might 
acquire some place in civil life. The board sug-

The board’s plan thus makes 
a net decrease of the cost of maintaining the 
Academy of $32,750 annually. The board recom- 
mends that vacancies in the pay corps, Profess- 
ors of Mathematics and the Civil Engineer 
Corps of the navy be filled from the list of 
graduates of the Academy. It also favors the 
filling of vacancies in the revenue marine service 
with Academy graduates.

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AN ABLE LAW WRITER’S DEATH. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 24.—Frederick C. 
Brightly, the author of “ Brightly’s Digest” and 
other notable law books, died this afternoon at 
his residence, 29 Harvey-street, Germantown, 
at the ageof 76 years. On Aug. 14, 1886, his 
wife, Sarah Brightly, died, at the age of 81, be- 
ing his senior by six years. Atthattime Mr. 
Brightly himself was lying very ill from Bright’s 
disease, which was the ultimate cause of his 
death, and it was not expected chat he could 


long survive her. But recovering he returned 
to his literary work, and kept at it faithfully 
until within a short time, whep he was finally 
compelled to lay it aside. 

Mr. Brightly was born in 1811 at Bungay, Suf- 
folk County, England, Whena youth he was ap- 
prenticed as a sailor. As a midshipman in the 
employ of the East India Company he made 
three voyages to the East Indies. On his return 
from his third voyage, in 1831, he brought his 
youngest sister to America, whither his parents 
had already emigrated. In 1835 he married 
Sarah Corfield, daughter of Edward D. Cortield, 
atone time Mayor of the District of Northern 
Liberties and clerk of the Quarter Sessions Court 
of Philadelphia County. He abandoned the sea 
and studied law, being admitted tothe Barin 18338. 
In 1852 he began writing a treatise on the law of 
costs. A few years later he withdrew from the 
active practice of law, and for the past 30 years 
he had devoted his time almost exclusively to 
law writing, which has made his name famous. 
Among his principal works are his book upon 
“ Equity,” “Brightly’s Pardons Digest of 
Pennsylvania Statutes,” ‘* Digest of United 
States Statutes,” “* Digest of New-York Reports,” 
‘Federal Digest,” “Digest of Pennsylvania 
Reports,” “Digest of Forty Volumes of United 
States Reports,” “Brightiy’s Reports,” being 
select cases; ‘* Bankruptcy,” “ Binn’s Justice,” 
and * Trouvat and Halley’s Practice.” He is said 
to have possessed the finest Pennsylvania law 
library in existence. 
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THE POLITICIANS CONVICTED. 

BELVIDERF, N. J., Jan. 24.—The trial of 
several prominent Democratic politicians on in- 
dictments found against them by the last Grand 
Jury for the illegal! selling of liquor was heldin 
the Court of Quarter Sessions to-day. These in- 
dictments have caused universal excitement 
throughout the county, the accused persons 
claiming that they were the victims of political 
persecution. A big pressure was brought to 
bear on the prosecuting officers .to “let up” on 


the most prominent of the offenders. Prosecutor 
Smith was assisted by J. G. Shipman, a well- 
known temperance advocate and criminal law- 
yer. The first case tried was that of Michael 
Sweeney, a boss of Oxford Furnace, the 
jury late to-night declaring him _ guilty. 
Every Democratic politician of note in the 
county was in attendance. The prosecution 
bore down so heavily that a number who hereto- 
fore have insisted on their innocence, retracted 
and pleaded guilty. Eliphaiet Hoover, member 
of Assembly from the First Warren County Dis- 
trict, was fined $40 and costs, amounting 1n the 
whole to $115. William Frome of Oxford 
entered a like plea and sentence was held under 
advisement by the court. William Barron, Chief 
of the Washington Fire Department, was then 
called. Owing to his indictment the whole 
Fire Department of Washington resigned in a 
body. This action leaves the town without fire 
protection and created a good dealof indigna- 
uion.

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SENATOR PIERCE’S GAME, 


HIS EFFORT 10 DELAY BE- 
FORM AT QUARANTINE. 
HE GETS MORE “INFORMATION” THAN 
HE ASKED FOR—A BILL THAT IS 
LIKELY TO ASTONISH THE BROKERS. 


ALBANY, Jan. 24.—If it was for the pur- 
pose of impeding the progress of the bills for the 
reformation of the Quarantine establishment 
that Senator Pierce of Brooklyn introduced his 
resolution delaying action upon them until cer- 
tain information could be obtained from the 
Health Officer of the Port relative to his fees 
during the past three years, then must the Sen- 
ator and his Democratic associates be 
disappointed. The resolution was called 
up in the Senate this morning, and 
after presentation by Senator Fassett ol 
@ great deal of information of whose 
very existence the Democratic minority seemed 
to have no previous knowledge, the Republican 
majority adopted it. Instead of deferring the 
Health Officer’s report for five days, as the 
Brooklyn Senator proposed, the Republicans al- 
lowed three days in which it shall be transmit- 
ted to the Senate. They also enlarged the scope 
of inquiry by requiring that officer to report his 
expenses as well as his receipts during the same 
period. This was done at the suggestion of Sen- 
ators Sloan and Vedder. 

“This resolution is not of course for the pur- 
poses of delay, but to obtain solid information %” 
said Senator Raines inguiringly of Senator 
Pierce. 

“For information solely,” was the innocent 
reply. 

“Then,” exclaimed Senator Fassett, jumping 
up with a volume of Senate documents of the 
year 1886, “ that being the case, you do not ob 
ject to having alittle upon the spot.” He then 
read the report of the Health Officer, mad¢ 
two years ago, in reference to a similar inquiry 
addressed to him by Senator Sloan. It contained 
even more information concerning his office for 
the years, 1882, 1883, 1884, and 1885 than Sen- 
ator Pieree desired. Senator Fassett cleariy 
showed this by an analysis of the report and of 
the Senator’s! resolution. He then contrasted 
the fees fixed by his bill with those at present 
exacted from the commerce of the port. 

“ Now, this bill whichjthe Republicans propose 
to pass,” said Mr. Fassett, ‘‘fixes the fees for 
the inspection of every vessel from a foreign 
port at $5. The existing fee is $6 50. For the 
inspection of every vessel from a domestic port 
north of Cape Henlopen, between the Ist day of 
May and the lst day of November, in each year, 
we propose to establish the sole fee of $1; at 
presept the charges for this service range from 
$1 to $3, according to the tonnage of vessels. 
There is no change in the fee for the sanitary 
inspection of every vessel after the discharge of 
eargo or ballast. It isleftat$10. But for the 
fumigation and disinfection of every vessel, only 


a single fee of $5 is allowed. The present 
charges are. $3 for schooners, $5 for brigs, $6 for 
barks, $7 for ships, and $8 for steamers. The 
receipts for this service in 1885 only amounted 
to $5,600 anyway. It the Health Oflicer 
boards a vessel between sundown and suu- 
rise, and gives it pratique, he charges $3. 
In fact he is not required by law to 
poard and give pratique except between the 
hours of sunrise and sunset. Our biil will re- 
duce this charge for night service from $8 to $5. 
It will fix the charge for vaccination at 25 cenis, 
The most careful computation which I can make 
indicates that the State will, for the first year or 
two at least, after the law goes into operation, 
have to supply a deficiency of one or two thou- 
saud dollars to maintain the Quarantine Depart- 
ment. In other words, the fees will, when re- 
duced as we propose, leave the institution 
barely self-sustaining. Now, while I bave ho 
objection to getting the information- preposed, 
I want to express a belief that the Democratic 
minority won’t be in any position to act more 
intelligently, even if they getit. In short, Ll im- 
peach the good faith of the resolution.” 

“IT suggest that Senator Pierce withdraw his 
resolution,” said Senator Worth. 

*‘T decline to do anything of the sort. I think 
I know what I am about,” was that gentleman's 
testy reply. ; 

Senator Worth shrugged his shoulders, inti- 
Mating that perhaps the statement was true, 
though he doubted it. 

Senator Cantor pricked the Platt Senators by 
declaring that the fees in the past had been fixed 
without warrant of law, and that they had 
found their way into Republican campaign 
funds. Senator Fassett arose to correct him by 
pointing out that the Quarantine Commissioners 
tixed the fees, as they were empowered to do, 
and Mr. Cantor admitted that that was 
a distinction without being very much of 
a difference. The Governor, he insisted, was 
anxious to reform Quarantine, a statement 
which was received with smiles by the Repub- 
licans. Mr. Cantor concluded with the emphatic 
declaration that the proposed laws were not in- 
tended to reform anything. The Democrats 
don’t hke the bills, itis plain enough. The re- 
organization and reform proposed, while not 
actuated by any love for reform on the part of 
the Platt crowd, will practically remove the 
Quarantine establishment from politics, an ob- 
ject with which our politician Governor cannot 
be supposed to have any sympathy. 

At the afternoon meeting of the Commerce 
and Navigation Committee the Fassett bill was, 
with some amenduients, indorsed by the two 
Democratic members, Senators Stadler and 
Pierce, and it was agreed unanimously to re- 
port it favorably. One of the amendments re- 
quires the Health Officer to make an annual 
report to the Legislature. Another compels him 
to board incoming steamers at night, and if the 
condition of the passengers and crew warrant it 
to grant the necessary permit for them to come 
up tothe city. This is to satisfy that large class 
of passengers who believe it tobe amonumental 
piece of official idiocy to compel them to remain 
another night within sight of the city. 

Upon the’ Vedder bill, which names John A, 
Nichols for Quarantine Commissioner, the com- 
mittee split. Senator Stadler moved to substi- 
tute the name of Dr. Janeway of New-York. 
Senator Hawkins was the one Republican who 
criticised the selection of Mr. Nichols. Senator 
Fassett said he knew of no specific charges 
against Mr. Nichols. Senator Pierce said that, 
while he esteemed that gentleman socially, he 
could not sympathize with him politically. Mr. 
Nichols was a good deal of a partisan, and if he 
got the office he would practically be a boss and 
would take chances for the sake of his party. 
At all events, he himself was so well satisfied 
with the present system of three Commissioners 
that he saw no reason for a change. He inad- 
vertently remarked that they had better leave 
the system unchanged; perhaps they could 
agree with the Governor to name some good 
men in the place ef the present Commissioners. 

“How would Fred Grant’s name do instead of 
Nichols ?” inquired Senator Vedder. 

Senator Pierce smiled and exciaimed: “ Well, 
he didn’t run very well last Fall.” 

* Perhaps be would run better in this plave if 
we entered him,” suggested Senator Van Cott. 

Senator Stadler remarked that, while he should 
oypose Mr. Nichols, he would be well enough 
satistied to see the commission remodeled by 
giving the Health Officers of New-York and 
Brooklyn places on it. They were both Demo- 
crats any way. 

**IT move that Fred Grant’s name be substi- 
tuted for Mr. Nichols’s” interrupted Senator 
Hawkins. 

Senators Vedder and Fassett looked thought- 
ful, and then the latter replied, ** Perhaps it 
would be better to leaye a blank for the new 
Commissioner’s name.” 

Senator Vedder brought the desultory discus- 
sion toanend by moving that the bill be re- 
ported favorabiy just as it was. This was the 
only one of the motions made that was put to a 
vote. The result was that Senators Worth, Ved- 
der, Fassett, and Van Cott voted yea, and 
Senators Hawkins, Stadler, and {Pierce nay. It 
is the general belief that enough of the Repub- 
licans will vote against Mr. Nichols in 
the open Senate to defeat his selection. 

Brokers and commission merchants will 
probably be appalled by the propesition con- 
tained in a billinthoduced by Senator Murphy 
of New-York to-day. The bill is entitled **Aun 
act to prevent reckless speculation in stocks 
and bonds.” Already there 1s talk of amending 
this, if the bill ever comes to the surface again, 
80 it will read “An act to persuade the brokers 
to step to the Captain’s office and settle.” Of 
course they have done nothing-to warrant any 
demand for a settlement, but the idea seems to 
be that they shall give tangible reasons, possi- 
bly of a legal-tender character, why the bill 
should not pass. One of Senator Murphy’s con- 
stituents, a high-pretgection man presumabiy, 
drafted the oill, it is understood, and 
handed it to the Senator. The latter when 
he introduced it requested that it be 
referred to the Taxation and Retrenchment Com- 
mittee, of which Senator Vedder, another wor- 
shipper of the protection god, is Chairman. The 
bill requires all brokers and commission mer- 
chants in stocks and bonds to file with the Secre- 
tary of State a statement, made under oath, ziv- 
ing their names, residences, and places of busi- 
ness. This statement is to be accompanied with

A bill introduced by Senator Walker confers 
enlarced powers upoa the State Railroad Com- 
mission, It says that any street railroad coim- 
pany in the State may operate any part of its 
roaiby such pewer other than locomotive 
stcam power as may be approved by the 
Railroad Commission. and whose uss shall be 
consented to by one-half the property owners on 
streets on whick it is proposed to employ it. 
Broadway and Madison-avenue, in the city of 
New-York, are exempted from the provisions of 
the measure. The use of electric or cabie power 
will doubtless be facilitated by such a measure 
if it beoomes law. 

Seuator Coggeshall wants a commission cre- 
ated to supervise the electric light companies of 
the State. He has introduced again his bill for 
the creation of a commission of three, whose 
terins of office shall be five years, and their 
yearly salary $7,500. The commission is to be 
appointed hy the Governor and confirmed hy 
the Senate. The commission is to have a four- 
thousand-dollar Secretary, and in general to ex- 
erciss powers similar to those which the Rail- 
road Commission have over the railroads.

At the close of the session to-day the Repub- 
lican Senators held what they term a * confer- 
eneo,” nota eaucus.

LOOKING FOR AN HEIRESS 


MRS. AMMON REMAINS 

IN HER CELL. 

THE STORY OF THE BLANN FAMILY AS 
TOLD BY THE ADOPTED SON, WILL- 
IAM J. GRAND. 

There is a New-York side to the case of 
Mrs. J. H. Ammon, the Cleveland (Ohio) lady 
whe is undergoing imprisonmentin the Cuya- 
hoga County Jail for contempt of court in refus- 
ing to testify before the Probate Court there re- 
garding the whereabouts of Miss Josephine 
Blann, the forty-sevan-year-old daugbter and 
heireas of the late A. W. Blann, whom she took 
to her home and cared for upon Mr. Bilann’s 
death, and refused to produce when the guardian 
who had been appointed to take care of her de- 
manded the surrender of his ward. 

The main facts in the case have heen published 
in this city from time to time, and in Cleveland 
they have provided the newspapers with a suc- 
cession of sensational stories narrated with the 
lavish generosity of detail to which the roomy 
pewspapera of the West are prone. Of late the 
papers there have broadly hinted that a young 
Canadian named William Joseph Grand, who 
figured in the earlier chapters of the story as 
the adopted ohild of the Blanns, was taking care 
of the missing Miss Josephine. No one in Cleve- 
land, not even the newspapers, knew where 
Grand was, but the opinion was very general 
that if he could be found Mias Blann'’s where- 
abouts would not long remain a mystery. 

Judging by the statement made yesterday by 
Mr. Grand, whom a TIMES reporter found in his 
office on the fourth floor of the business build- 
ing, 30 Eaat Fourteenthb-street, the surmises 
indulged in by the Clevelanders are ail at sea. 
He stated promptly that he not only did not 
have Miss Josephine Blann under his control, 
but that he did net know where she was. He 
added that he thought she was in Canada and as 
heis an old resident of Toronto, Ontario, those 
interested in the case will probably jump 
to the conclusion that he may really 
know more about the matter than he 
acknowledges. Mr. Grand, whois a natty gen- 
tleman in the thirties and a glib talker, very 
readily described to the reporter his peculiar 
connection with the casa He said that he came 
to this country from Canada six years ago and, 
after a short experience in the ranch business, 
engaged with two retired English army officers 
in the business of exporting horses. In the 
course of trad@ he came into possession of a fast 
mare which he took to Cieveland to sell, and did 
sell finally to A. W. Blann for $500 cash and a 
diamond which was quoted in the trade as 
worth $500, but afterward proved to be worth 
only $100. At Blaun’s house, where he, his 
aged wife and his daughter, Josephine, although 
well off, lived in almost perfect seclusion, he 
met the old lady and undesignedly established 
himself so wellin her graces that she invited 
him to live with the family and finally joined 
with her husband in making him their adopted 
son. The situation, which included an ultimate 
interest in the family estate valued at about 
$70,000, including the $20,000 residence on 
Euclid-avenue where the family lived was an 
agreeable one, and Grand aceepted it and pro- 
ceeded to show his foster parents a better way 
of enjoying life than they had been practicing 
for many years past. . 

He at once had the residence, which was sadly 
outof repair, put in complete order, and even 
the miserly old man, who had been responsible 
for the hermit life which the family had heen 
living, watched with satisfaction the operations 
of tue carpenters, paper hangers, deeorators, 
and kalsominers to whom Grand had give carte 
blanche. Then, when Summer drew near, the 
adopted son, whom: Mrs. Blann affectionately ad- 
caressed as ** My boy,” suggested that the family 
should spend the Summer at Coney Island, and 
hired a cottage for them for the season. In 
order, too, that business might becombined with 
pleasure, he entered into a business co-partner- 
ship with Blann, who bought a fifteen-hundred- 
dollar string of horses of Grand’s selection, 
which were shipped to New-York and stabled, 
pending the arrival of the family. 

The fawily never occupied the Coney Island 
cottage. Mr. Blann was taken sick, and the de- 
parture was indefinitely delayei, and soon 
began a series of Probate Court litigations, 
which, Mr. Grand claims, were instigated by a 
son-in-law of Blann named Harter, who had lost 
his wife, but had a daughter whose interest in 
her grandfather's estate he probably considerea 
was imperiled by the influence which Grand 
evidently wielded over the old couple. 
Josephine Blann had deeded to Grand in 
trust all of certain property which had 
besn conveyed to her by her parents, the 
agreemeut being that, at the death of the older 
Blanns and their daughter Josephine, Grand 
was to have the property absolutely, less $5,000 
which he was first to pay to Harter’s daughter. 
Hearing of the arrangement Harter, who lived 
at Little Falls, N. Y., applied to the Cleveland 
Probate Judge for a guardian to be placed over 
Josephine on the ground that she was insane. 
This was done, and previously Grand had re- 
leased the deed which had been made by Jo- 
sephine. 

From that time Grand’s prospects as an adopt- 
ed son grew less rosy. The old lady still clung 
to him, but the old man, who had given ear to 
the counsels of those who had instituted the 
legal proceedings, turned against him. He died 
in May, 1886, and then began new proceedings, 
which resulted ina guardian being appointed 
for the old lady as wellas the daughter and a 
new distribution of the property, by which, at 
Mrs, Blann’s death, it was to be divided between 
Josephine and Miss Harter. The old lady died 
Dec. 26, 1887, at the residence of Mrs. Ammon, 
a wealthy lady’ residing in Euclid-avenue, 
famous in Cieveland as a Spiritualist, a cham- 
pion of woman’s rights, and as a ready writer on 
a variety of topics. She had gone there to live 
with her daughter some months previous. Upon 
Mrs. Blann’s death the guardian of Josephine 
Blann demanded the surrender of his ward, and 
when this was refused Mrs. Ammon was sum- 
moned to the Probate Court to testify regarding 
her whereabouts. Refusing to testify she was 
committed to jail, where she still remainsin a 
cell fitted up luxuriously for her accommodation. 
She hopes, however, to be released Feb. 26, 
when a Judge whom she believes to be friendly 
to her will be sitting in the Probate Court as 
successor to the incumbent whose term of office 
expires at the end of the present month.

HE WAS A COUNTY OFFICIAL BUT HE 
YIELDED TO THE {GREEN GOODS” MAN. 


Asbury H. Perkins is atypical specimen 
of the verdant countryman, who enjoys the dis- 
tinction of being a wealthy farmer and County 
Commissioner of Lancaster County, 8. OC. 
Nevertheless, these dignities have failed to 
save him from a folly bordering upon crime. 
Last Christmas Pve he left home with $200,000 
in township bonds, which heintended deposit- 
ing in the vaults of the Boston Safe Deposit and 
Loan Company. On his return from Boston, 
on Dec. 28, he stopped in New-York, and took 


rooms at Earle’s Hotel. That evening, while 
strolling up the street, he was accosted by a 
stranger With an unctuous tongue and winning 
way, Who said thet he was a former townsman 
of the credulous Perkins, It was the old story 
of the confidence man and theinnocent. There 
were perigrinations about town to see the sights, 
and then William Rogers, for that was the name 
that the stranger gave, introduced the familiar 
subject of “green goods.” The old man was 
righteously indignant at first, but Rogers's 
eloquent word pietures of. easily-acquired 
wealth aroused his cupidity and finally he suc- 
cumbed to the temptation. He must go 
home first, he said, but he agreed to 
return and take $10,000 in bogus bills at 10 per 
cent, of their face valine. 

Perkins did return, but only had money enough 
to huy $4,000 in counterfeit money,for which he 
paid Rogers $400 in good legal tender. Yester- 
day morning be went with Rogers to a saloon in 
Grand-street, where a leather traveling bag con- 
taining several packages of what purported to 
be counterfeit bills was turned over to him. The 
two men then started for the ferry. The police 
in the meanwhile had become aware of the little 
acheme, and two detectives saw Rogers hand to 
Perkins $15, One of the detectives immediately 
seized Rogers and the other laid hands on Per- 
kins. Rogers attempted to resist arrest, and 
whipped out a revolver, but a back-handed blow 
by the officer sent the weapon to the pavement, 
the jar exploding one of the chambers with- 
out doing any damage. <A huge cavalry pis- 
tol of old-fashioned make was found in Perkins’s 
hip pecket, though he made no attempt to use it. 

At Police Headquarters the prisoners were

contained a number of dummy packages, with a 
genuine small bill on the top and bottom of 
each.

LOSSES BY FIR&. 


The large four-story hat factory in Reading, 
Penn., operated by William H. Scott, was discovered 
on fire yesterday. The upper floors were completely 
burned out and the machinery nearly all ruined. 
Mr. Scott had a large quantity of raw material, and 
nearly 6,000 dozen finished and unfinished hats in 
the factory. Allarea totalloss. His loss isabout 
$20,000; partially insured. The building and ma. 
chinery were owned by E. S. Ammon, and his loss 
will foot up nearly $20,000; also partially covered 
by insurance. The factory omployed 50 hands. The 
origin of the fire is unknown, but is supposed to be 
due to spontaneous combustion in the drving room. 


The Put-in-Bay Island Wine Company’s im- 
mense cellars at Put-in-Bay, Ky., were destroyed 
by fire Monday night. The cellars and large super- 
structures were built in 1871 at a cost, including 
presses, casks, &c., of $75,000. Inthe cellars were 
175,000 gallons of wine, valued at about 60 cents per 
gallon. The fire made a clean sweep of everything, 
there being no facilities on the island for extinguish- 
ing flames. The fire is supposed to have originated 
from a defective fine. Insurance, $50,000. The 
ee of the company was owned entirely on the 
island, 


Tuere were two fires in Mount Vernon on Mon- 
day night. One was a large frame building on Tenth- 
avenue and Second-street, owned by Edward Lau- 
ten and occupied by J. Steinbrener. It took fire 
from an overheated furnace, and the building was 
entirely gutted.

TOWNS WITHOUL FUET, 
THK ST. PAUL RAILROAD RESPONSIBLE 
FOR THE RESULT. 


ST. Pau, Minn., Jan, 24.—The situation 
at Brown's Vailey, this State, is almost as bad 
as heretofore reported. The Mayor of that town 
to-day telegraphs as follows: 

“There is no real suffering as yet froin a shortage 
of fuel and provisions, Uniess the railroad compan 
opens up the line in afew days there will be posi- 
tive suffering from lack of fuel.” 

The Winter supply laid in for the public 
schools, county offices, and railroad stations has 
been distributed, as wellas the extra supply of 
private citizens, and is now almost entirely ex- 
hausted. Some places of business have closed 


already. Toeke out the supply of fuel else- 
wheres teams are about to start forthe nearest 
onen railroad communieation for fuel. There 
are plenty of provisions for the present. No 
ove has perished in this immediate vicinity as 
faras known. At Beardsley, the first station 
east, the situation is worse, and the Mayor tele- 
graphs: 

“Our stock of fuel at this point was exhausted 
several daysago. Our dealers have dealt it out in 
small quantities to all in order to make all comforta- 
bie ag long as possible, daily hoping the railroad 
company would humanely open up the line and re- 
lieve us and the many farmers who are entirely out 
of fuel, and who are obliged to burn hay, straw, 
oats, and seed, even wheat, in order to keep their 
families from freezing. I have notas yet learned of 
any fatal case of freezing. Unless we secure im- 
mediate relief terrible suffering will result.” ‘ 

The St. Paul, Minneapolis and Manitoba man- 
agement are wholly responsible for this state of 
affairs. Previous to Dec. 29, 1887, things could 
have come over the line with very little delay. 
On that date one reguiar train came over the 
line on time, It was the last and the third since 
Dec. 20,1887. During the interval between the 
20th and 29th of December our fuel dealers bad 
several cars of wood and coal at Morris awaiting 
shipment to points on the line now suffering for 
want of the same. ‘The last train through 
brought only three cars for this point, when 
with one or two extras we could have been 
supplied through the blockade. The company 
have known our condition, and in the face of it 
all made no decided etfort to open the line until 
last week. During the Fall our dealers could 
not obtain cars enough to ship fuel sufficient for 
the Winter months. The railroad company 
could but would not furnish them, and now to 
abandon the line as they have done under exist- 
ing circumstances is certainly criminal. Our 

ubdlic schools are closed in consequence of the 
uel being exhausted. 

There is another blizzard reported in Dakota 
to-day, but reports so far are very meagre, and 
little is known except that the temperature is 
very low, with a high wind prevailing, and that 
the railroads are again blockaded in certain sec- 


tions.

A WAR OF EXTERMINATION. 
THE M’COY-HATFIELD FEUD IN WEST 
VIRGINIA. 

CATLETTSBURG, Ky., Jan. 24.—The war of 
extermination between the Hatfields and Me- 
Coys is still going onin the wilds of West Vir- 
ginia. The steamer Frank Preston arrived from 
Pikeville yesterday afternoon and brought in- 
telligence of an encounter between the pursu- 
ing party andthe Hatfields on last Saturday. 
On Thursday last the capturing party, number- 
ing 20, left Pikeville for Tug River. After 
crossing the river, when nearing the residence 
of Capt. Hatfield, they came across a woman in 
the road who was standing picket, and who im- 
mediately gave the alarm. The party when 


turning a point in the road were fired upon by a 
squadof eight from the Hatfield gang. Bud 
McCey was shot through the shoulder and dan- 
gerously wounded. Two of the posse were de- 
tailed to care for him and take him home, The 
capturing party immediately returned the tire, 
and Will Dempsey of the Hattield gang fell to 
the ground, shot through the bowels. 

At this juncture the Hatfields beat a hasty 
retreat, throwing away their blankets, over- 
coats, &c. The posse went up to where Dempsey 
was, and, although he wasin a dying condition 
and begged piteously to be saved, as he would 
not live long, despite his cries for mercy, the 
man that killed Jim Vance on the first raid put 
his gun against Dempsey’s head and almost 
blew it off. At this inhuman act one of the pur- 
suing party became angry, left the posse, and 
returned home. 

The Hatfieids were organizing fora raid over 
on Peter Creek, in Kentucky, the scene of their 
New Year’s night deeds, to murder peer’, burn 
property, and kill stock. The eter Creek 
Guards, 20 strong, have joined the capturing 
party, which now numbers forty-odd, and are in 
hot pursuitof the Hatfields. The excitement 
throughout Pike County, though intense, is in- 
creasing daily, as the Hattields have warned the 
people that they propose to kill them and burn 
their property. They have sent word that they 
propose to burn Pikeville and extricate their six 
cowrades now in jail there. The jail is strongly 
guarded day and night, and pickets are sent out 
in all directions from the town every night. 

Judge Waggoner, County Judge of Pike 
County, and J. Lee Ferguson, County Attorney, 
eame down on the Frank Preston from Pike- 
ville en route to Frankfort, where they go to lay 
the case before the Governor and ask bim for 
arms to protect themselves and their property.

A BURIED TREASURE FOUND, 
AMERICAN, SPANISH, AND MEXICAN 
COINS UNEARTHED, 

NEW-ORLEANS, Jan. 24.—Pass Christian, 
a delightful Mississippi sea coast suburb of this 
city, was thrown into a state of intense excite- 
ment yesterday morning by the report that a 
pot of buried treasure had been found. Upon 
investigation the truth of the report was fully 
sustained. Colla Narcisse, a colored man, was 
plowing in the vacant lot owned by Nicholas 
Butcher, adjoining the old Schultz place, when 


the plow struck a hidden object, breaking off the 
ay On looking to see what he had struck, 

e found a curiously-shaped jar, such as are still 
used in Mexico and South American countries 
to hold water. ‘The jar was very heavy, and the 
idea of treasure at once flashed across Colla’s 
mind, and he went immediately to inform Mr. 
Butcher. The jar was broken and found to be 
nearly full of silver coin. They examined and 
counted the coins and found 209 silver half dol- 
lars of American coinage and two quarter pieces, 
ranging in date from 1794 to1826. The re- 
maining contents consisted of Spanish and Mex- 
ican piasters and smaller coins, the dates run- 
ning from 1720 to 1829. The value of the whole 
is estimated at $235. As to how the jar got there 
the most plausible theory is that advanced by 
some of the oldest citizens, namely, that it was 
buried by an old negro named Charlo, who was 
aslave of Mme. Azman, one of the first settlers 
of the Pass. His cabin stood near the spot, and

A JEALOUS LOVER'S CRIME,

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VISCOUNT DAS NOGUEIRAS. 

Senhor Moriz de Bethencourt, Viscount 
das Nogueiras, Envoy Extraordinary and Min- 
ister Plenipotentiary of the kingdem of Portu- 
gal in the United States and Mexico, died at the 
legation, on H-street, in Washington, at 3:30 
o’clock yesterday morning, from blood poison- 
ing, tollowinga long illness, but one that was 
not expected to have a fatal termination. Vis- 
count das Nogueiras was bornin theisland of 
Madiera Oct. 7, 1824. He began his public 
career in June, 1851, when he was appointed 
Secretary of the Goverment of Fayal. in 
September, 1852, he was transferred to 
the same office in the Geyernment of 
Aviero. He was elected, in 1856, a memter 
of the Chamber of Deputies at Lishon, and was 
re-elected five times. In December, 1860, he 
Was appointed to a superior clerkship in the 
Treasury of Portugal, and in 1872 was trans- 
ferred to the Department of Foreign Affairs, and 
appointed Chargé d’Affaires in Pern and Chili. 
Next he was appointed Minister to the United 
States, his presentation and recognitios bearing 
date Oct. 8, 1878, and placing him on the list of 
diplomatic representatives just below Mr. Pres- 
ton, the Minister of Hayti, who is Dean of the 
eorps. In July, 1885, his charge was ex- 
tended to include Mexico. He has on 
several occasions during- the absence of 
Mr. Preston taken the place of the head 
of the diplomatic bedy. The Viscountess 
das Nogueiras and Miss Noguviras are now 
abroad, and two sonsof the Minister were with 
him at the time of his death. The Minister had 
accepted an invitation to the diplomatic dinner 
given by the President on Jan. 19, but after- 
ward excused himself on the ground of illness. 
He was a member of the Royal Academy of 
Sciences of Lisbon, member of the Institute of 
Coimbia, member of the Geographicai Society 
of Lisbon, wore a pumber of decorations of dif- 
ferent orders, and was the author of several 
works on political economy. He had also some 
skill as a writer of poetry. The funeral will be 
held on Thursday, and the body will be placed 


in areceiving vault to await the directions of 
Viscountess das Nogueiras,

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


A SETTLEMENT REACHED. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., Jan. 24.—The percent- 
age system which has been a point in dispute 
between the Western roads and the Central 
Traffic Association has at last been settled, 
Heretofore all efforts to agree upon the percent- 
age were unsuccessful. On Feb. 1 the new ar- 
rangement goes into effect. The agreement ap- 


plies to the roads between Chicago and the Mis- 
sissipi River and their connections on the 
one hand, and on the other with the 
roads east of those points that belong 
to the Central Tratfic Association and 
their Easteru connections, The agreement pro- 
vides that on shipments via Chicago the West- 
ern lines proportion of the total freight rates 
shall be from 21 to 29 per cent., according to the 
starting point in the West, On Pittsburg freight, 
via Chicago, the Western lines are allowed from 


3 to 37 per cent. of the freight as their propor- 
ion, 
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PENNSYLVANIA’S STATEMENT, 
PHILADELPHIA, Jan, 24.—The statement 
of the business of all lines of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company east of Pittsburg and Erie 
for December, 1887, as compared with the same 
period in 1886, shows an increase in gross earn- 


ings of $464,738, an increase in expenses of 
$481,025, a decrease in net earnings of $16,287. 
The 12 months of 1887, as compared with the 
saine period of 1886, show .an increase in gross 
earnings of $5,29%,236, an increase in expenses 
of $4,466,990; an increase in net earnings of 
$825,246. All lines west of Pittsburg and Erie 
for the 12 months of 1887 show a surplus as 
compared with the same period of 1886 of 
$1,154,312. 


PULLING DOWN RATES. 
CuicaGco, Jan. 24.—The Southwestern 
roads are pulling down rates on packing house 
products and provisions. The 8t. Paul was 
charged with making arate in connection with 


the Michigan Central via Chicago, which re 
ducea the tariff’ from 53 to 46% cents. 
The Burlington discovered the deal, and 
made the same rate with the Oho 
and Mississippi via Beardstown, and the 
Missouri Pacific followed in conjunction with 
the Bee line, via 8t. Louis. Then all the asso- 
ciation roads met if and the business has become 
demoralized. The rumor thatthe Western war 
was about over is denied by the interested lines, 
who say that no peace negotiations are on foot. 


THE CHIGNECTO SHIP RAILWAY. 

Ottawa, Ontario, Jan. 24.—H. G. C. 
ketchum of Fredericton, New-Brunswick, the 
promoter of the scheme t6 build a ship rail- 
way across the Straits of Chignecto, is now in

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THN DAYS IN AN OPEN BOAT. 


TRYING EXPERIENCES OF A_ SHIP- 
WRECKED AND STARVING CREW. 

The steamer San Marcos, from Havana, 
yesterday brought in Ira W. Colbeth, the mate, 
and six seamen of the Boston bark D. Chapin. 
which sank on Dec. 25. The D. Chapin left 
Turk’s Island on Dee. 13, bound for Boston, and 
had fine weather until north of Rermuda. Then 
she was struck by a southeast gale on Dec. 23, 
in latitude 32° 30’, longitude 72°. The next day 
the storm was worse and on Christmas Day it 


wag blowing a hurricane and the bark was hove 
to. 

It was about § o'clock in the morning and 
one of the watch had heen allowed to go 
below for breakfast. Capt. W. C. Hall was 
congratulating himself on the ease with 
which the bark was riding out the storm, 
when an immense wave came _ “rolling 
along and broke over the deck, flooding the 
cabin, shifting the cargo, and sweeping every- 
thing not securely lashed from the deck, and 
carrying away one boat. The foremast was cut 
down to ease the vessel, but nothing could be 
done with her, and she lay at the mercy of the 
waves, The other boat was thrown from its 
lashings and swept overboard, but another 
wave took it back. fhe mate and one man 
leaped in, and the beat was again carried over 
the side. Finally all managed to get into if. 
Great difficulty was experienced In getting away 
from the vessel, owing to the cut awav mast 
lying alongside, and scarcely 20 yards had been 
rowed before the bark went down. The men in 
the small 22-foot boat had not saved a thing, 
and did not have a morsel of provisions or @ 
drop of water. 

The 10 men were left in the small boatin lati- 
tnae 34° 30’ and latitude 72° 30°. They rowed 
about for three days, having almost constantly 
to bail out, and on the night of the third day 
Saw a steamer pass so near that the masts were 
visible. After the steamer was out of sight 
Capt. Hall became delirious, and the next morn- 
ing he died. He was at once buried. On Dec. 
31 John Anderson, the Japanese steward, died, 
and on New Year’s Day Hans Peter Peterson 
died. New Year’s afternoon it began to rain, 
and in an old rubber coat and a tin can about 
three quarts of rain water were caught, The mate 
divided the water equally among the starving 
men, but none could be kept, as the can leaked. 
On the eighth day, the mate says, all were very 
hungry, and had terrible cramps in the stomach. 
On the ninth day there was a heavy wind from 
the east, and the oars were stuck up as sails. 
Fair progress was made, but no vessel was 
sighted. Early the next morning, however, the 
schooner Luis G. Rabel, from Boston for Sagua, 
eame in sight and soon after picked up the al- 
most exhausted men, who had to be hauled up 
the side with ropes. The rescue took place in 
latitude 33°, longitude 71° Mate Jasper, who 
first saw the hoat, was an old schoolmate of 
Mate Colbeth’s in Machiasport, Me. Theschooner 
landed the seven men at Sagua, whence they 
were forwarded to Havana. The United States 
Consul there sent them to this port. 

The D. Chapin was of 615 tons burden and 
was owned by J. 8 Emery & Co. of Boston. 
Capt. Hall lived at South Dennis, Cape Cod. He 
Was married and had one child. The bark’s 
owners have heen notified of the arrival of the 
crew in New-York and will probably pay their 
fares to Boston, as the men are without money. 
They staid on the San Marcos last night,

The idea 
Was @ novel one, and ifit acted as a sort of ad- 
vertisement for the theatre, by suggesting tne 
advisability of purchasing seats in advance, it 
also saved a great many ladies a long tramp to 
Fourth-avepue to meet disappointment at the 
end of the trip.

It was as much 
as he could do to sizn the papers of the assignment 
with his right hand. Mr. Adams could give no idea 
of the assets and liabilities, as he did not discuss the 
affairs with Mr. Laws, and he did not think Mr. 
Laws knew how he stood. Mr. Laws is a bachelor. 

In accordance with the ordersof Judge Andrews, 
Deputy County Clerk Thomas F. Gilroy, as the Re- 
ceiver of Mitchell, Vanee & Co., yesterday paid to 
the creditors of that company $240,000, being an 
additional 20 per cont. dividend. Hehas also been

OF DEAF MUTES 


OPENING AN ANNEX TO THE ASSOCIAe 
TIONS BUILDINGS. 

The Trustees, friends, and pupils of the 
Association for the Improved Instruction of 
Deaf Mutes celebrated the opening of the annex 
of their large and handsome institution on Lex. 
ington-avenue last eyening. The annexis on 
the Sixty-eighth-street side ot the bpilding, 
where it has a frontage of 42 feet. Its depth ig 
38 feet. Itis tobe devoted especially to the 
industrial training of the pupils, and has rooms 
devoted to tustruction in forging, tempering, 
welding, casting, chipping, filing, soldering, fin- 
ishing, lacquering, and other metal work; to tha 
turning of wooed and metals, making screws, 


gear wheels, and other parts of machinery; to 
the use of all the ordinary wood-working tools; 
to experiments in physics and chemistry, and a 
studio for oil painting and clay modeling. It ig 
handsomely fitted up and furnished with every 
facility for study and comfort. 

A large ‘audience gathered in the exmmbition 
room last evening and enjoyed the exercises, 
Alfred 8. Heidelbach presided, and in a brief 
speech described the annex and the enlarge- 
ment and progress of the institution. The deaf 
mute pupils then gave the visitors some wonder- 
“Tul illustrations of theirintelligence and educa- 
tion. The pupils of the elementary class ex- 
hibited the results of the first steps of instruc- 
tion in articulation. Object lessons onfform as ay 
introduction to the study of geumetry were dis- 
played by a more advanced class, and stilk 
higher classes did experimental workin chem- 
istry and gave exhibitions of wood and metal 
working and clay modeling, 

Not the ieast interesting feature of the even- 
ing was the awarding of the Levi Goldenburg 
prizes for good behavior and general proficiency 
during the year, which are obtained from the 
income of a fund of $1,000 given to the institu- 
tion by the widow of Mr. Goldenburg.

ALMOST HAD THEIR LIBERTY. 


A PLAN TO ESCAPE FROM JAIL WHICH 
WAS-DISCOVERED IN TIME. 

An almost successful attempt on the part 
of three prisoners to break jail was discovered 
and frustrated yesterday by Warden Baker of 
the Essex County Jail at Newark. For some 
weeks past William Smith, a notorious burglar 
who broke from the penitentiary at Caldwell 
when Convict Williams was shot by a keeper, 
has been confined in the jail. Warden Baker, 
aware that he had an unusually adroit and des~ 
perate man to deal with, has guarded Smith with 
especial care. Last Sunday Smith was seen ta 


climb to the fourth corridor of the jail at a time 
when he thought himseif unobserved, and the 
jail officials noticed that he disappeared in a cell 
occupied by William Maloy and George Walters, 
charged with larceny. 

Convinced that some conspiracy was being 
hatched the keepers redoubled their vigilance. 
Yesterday morning Maloy and Walters were 
taken to court for trial, and a search of their 
cell during their absence resulted in some start- 
ling discoveries. 

They had wrenched from the wall aniron bar 
on which a sheif had rested, and with it had dug 
a hole in the wall overhead of cousiderable di- 
mensions. They had removed the lath and plas- 
ter and some bricks, and had cut a hole 2 feet 
one way by 14 inches another through an iron 
plate that lay beyond. To conceal their work 
they had plastered a piece of paper over 
the aperture with soap. It would have 
been easy work for them to have enlarged the 
hole, and when that had been done they would 
have secured entrance to the open space bex 
tween the corridor and the jail roof. The dis- 
placement of afew slate shingles in the roof 
would have given them their liberty. 

Smith’s cell was searched, but nothing was 
foundinit. The two men who had been taken 
to the Court House for trial were examined. In 
Maloy’s pocket was found a knife that had been 
nicked to serve the purpose of asaw. Walters, 
at his trial, was convicted of larceny. Maloy 
was convicted, but with Walters he was sent 
back to jail to await trial for attempted escape.

THE UNLOADED REVOLVER AGAIN.

IN FAVOR OF BIG SHIPPERS 


YRUNK LINE RATES ON OAR- 
IVADS AND SMALL LOTS. 
NEW-YORK MERCHANTS COMPLAIN THAT 
SMALL SHIPPERS ARE UNJUSTLY 

DISCRIMINATED AGAINST. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—The Inter-State 
Commerce Commission to-day began the hearing 
in what are kypown as the carload lot cases, in 
which ths complainants are F. B. Thurber and 
six others of the Committee on Tranportation of 
the New-York Board of Trade and Transporta- 
tion; Thomas L, Greene, Manager of the Mer- 
chants’ Freight Bureau, New-York, and Francis 
H. Leggett & Ca., New-York. The respondents 
in each of these cases are the New-York Central 
and Hudson River Railroad Company, the New- 
York, Lake Erie and Western Railroad Compa- 
ny, the Delaware, Lackawannaand Western Rail- 
road Company, the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company, and the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
Company, which are popularly known as the 
trunk lines. Simon Sterne of New-York and 
Thomas Il. Greene of New-York appeared for 
the complainants, and Frank Loomis, James A. 

3uchanan, M. Taylor Pyne, James A. Logan, 
and John K. Cowen for the respondents in the 
order named. Thera were also present J. H. 
McGowan, representing the Missouri and Missis- 
sippi Valley Jonpbers and Merchants’ Union; 
J. W. Walker, representing the St. Joseph (Mo.) 
Board of Trade; D. R. Henderson of the Iowa 
State Jobbers and Manufacturers’ Association; 
Peter A. Day, representing the Executive of the 
State of Iowa; William K. Gillespie of the 


Wholesale Grocers’ Association of Pittsburg; J. 
C. O'Donnell, President of the Pittsburg Retail 
Grocers’ Association, and Robert Stevenson, 
Becretary of the Pennsylvania Retail Grocers’ 
Association, many of whom, in announcing their 
appearance, declared themselves in opposition 
to the prayer of the petitioners. There was also 
present in the interests of the petitioners Mr, 
Newton Dexter of New-York, representing the 
New-York State Retail Merchants’ Association. 
The substance of the complaints of the peti- 
tioners, the text of which has already been pub- 
lished, is that the trunk lines named above, by 
their freight classifications promulgated since 
April 1, 1887, when the inter-State law went 
into effect, unjustly discriminate against small 
shippers of certain varieties of goods by placing 
lesa than carioad quantities in a higher class 
than carloads, 

Mr. Simon Sterne opened the ¢ase in behalf of 
the complainants. He said that for 20 years 
prior to April 1, 1887, when the inter-State law 
went into effect, it was the practice of the rail- 
roads of the country to separate freight into 
various classes, each of which' was charged a 
different rate; but, with rare exceptions, espe- 
cially in the west-bound schedules, the same 
goods were not placed in difierent classes on 
account of quantity shipped. Upon the enact- 
ment, however, of the Inter-State commerce 
law, a new system of classification Was 
adopted by some of the railroads, including the 
trunk lines, andin this classification an unjust 
discrimination was made against small shippers 
of some varieties of goods by placing less than 
earload quantities in a higher class than car- 
loads. This discrimination, Mr. Sterne said, 
was perhaps more noticeable in the grocery 
staples than in any other class of goods, andl 
particularized as to sugar, coffee, canned goods, 
indlasses, and prunes. The rates between New- 
York and Chicago as quoted by Mr. Sterne are 
as follows: 

Sugar, in carloads, sixth class, 25 cents per 100 
pounds; same, in less than carloads, fourth Class, 35 
cents per 100 pounds; difference, 40 per cent, Coffee, 
ip carioads, sixth class, 25 cents per 100 pounds; 
same, in less than carloads, sixth class, 35 cents per 
100 pounds; difference, 40 per cent. Canned goods, 
in carloads, fifth class, 30 cents per 100 pounds; 
same, in less than carioads, fourth class, 35 cents 
per 100 pounds; difference. 1675 per cent. Molasses, 
in carloads, fifth class, 30 cents per 100 pounds; 
same, in less than carloads, fourth class,35 cents per 
100 pounds; difference, 16°3 per cent. Prunes, in 
carloads, fifth class, 30 cents per 100 pounds; same, 
in less than carloads, when in barrels or casks, third 
class, 50 cents per i00 pounds; difference, 6623 per 
cent; when in boxes or kegs, second class, 65 cents 
per 100 pounds; difference, 1163 per cent. 

Referring to these rates, which Mr. Sterne said 
applied equally well to other grocery staplea, he 
declared that upon the staples of other trades 
the difference between carloads and less than 
carloads did not often exceed 1623 per cent. 
Bolts, nuts, nails, band iron, flour, crockery, 
and paint were given asexamples. Mr. Sterne 
said that he wished to make a general disclaim- 
er against the statement that this controversy 
was directed altogether against the prevail- 
ing rates. He said he did not complain so much 
of the high rates charged on the small quantity 
as he did the discrimination between the 
two. If the rates are too low in any case 
let them be raised to a point where they 
will be remunerative, but he did claim 
that it was against public policy to increase 
the advantages the large shippers natural- 
ly possessed over the small ones. This he 
charged constituted au unjust discrimination 
under the inter-State law. There are certain 
classes of freight the natural shipment of which 
isin carloads—the great staples of commerce, 
such as coal, lumber, grain, tobacco, cotton. In 
these he thought a proper discrimination might 
be made, but in the great grocery staples a dis- 
crimination could not be justified. Under the 
present schedule, which he said was an arbi- 
trary discrimination, retail grocers are compelled 
to buy at home. They cannot get as advan- 
tageous rates as their jobber, neighbors, and so 
are absolutely prevented from selecting their 
own market. Prior to April 1, 1887, 
the speaker claimed that the larger 
shippers were given an immense ad- 
Vautage over the smaller ones by means 
of drawbacks, rebates, and special rates, and 
now that the inter-State law forbids this the 
railroads immediately set about evading it. And 
this is done to a certainty under the new sched- 
ule. The speaker said that under the new 
schedule, as under the old, 24,000 pounds were 
rated as a carload, when in fact nearly all of the 
ears built during the last few years carry from 
30,000 to 35,000 pounds, and so the amount is 
wholly arbitrary. It means tbe large shipper 
against the smallone. The speaker also stated 
that the advantage in handling carload ship- 
ments was almost wholly imaginary. The great 
proportion of freight of all classes which leaves 
New-York is shipped as mixed freight, andif 
there is a difference in the cost of handling the 
commission could take it into consideration in 
rendering its opinion. 

The atternoon session of the commission was 
entirely consumed in reading alarge number of 
depositions taken in New-York some time ago 
on behalf of the complainants. 

The respondents, in their answer to the com- 
plainant’s petition, deciare tnat the difference in 
eharge made between carloads and smaller 
quantities is based upon fair and equitable con- 
siderations, alike just to the shipper and carrier, 
the result of careful and intelligent thought and 
consideration by the officers of the respective 
companies, respondents, aud of their joint classi- 
fication committee, and is just and reasonable; 
that among the reasons which made necessary 
the distinction in rates, as between car- 
loads and smaller quantities, is the fact 
that the average cost to the carrier 
of handling small shipments is proportionally 
much greater than that of carload lots, experi- 
ence having shown that an average loading of 
mixed carloads at New-York does not exceed 5 
tons per car having a capacity of noteless 
than 12 and often 15 or more tons; that to re- 
tain small packages untila quantity equivalent 
to acarload for any given destination would be 
receivea would involve an unreasonable delay 
in shipment objectionable to the shipper, who 
would look to the company for damages, an 
impossible to the carrier, because of want of stor- 
age facilities in the meantime, so that the rail- 
roads, in transporting mixed carloads, must haul 
17 tons forevery 5 tons of paying freight, (the 
empty car itself weighing 12 tons,) while in car- 
load freight the paying freight exceeds the dead 
weight. To this is to be added the loss of time 
and expense incident to stoppages of whole 
trains while small packages are being unloaded 
at many places, whereas cars containing full 
loads can be readily dropped from the train 
at their destination. The respondents fur- 
ther say that if any incidental detriment 
may happen to a few individual shippers in 
the East, aa the result of this proper and neces- 
sary practice upon the part of the respondents, 
(which they deny,) itis much more than over- 
come by the advantages accruing to jobbers in 
the cities and large towns in the interior of the 
country who buy in the East in large quantities 
and transport to their respective cities for the 
purpose of distributing in small quantities 
within a territory naturally tributary to their 
‘nterior cities.

PHILADELPHIA’S BIG FIRE. 


THE LOSSES WILL AGGREGATE ONE 
MILLION DOLLARS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 24.—The disastrous 
conflagration in the retail millinery and ladies’ 
furnishing district at Eighth and Arch streets 
last night was gotten under complete control at 
about 2 o’clock this morning, after a half dozen 
firms had been completelyburned out and some 15 
or 20 other establishments had been seriously 
damaged by fire and water. ‘The books of the firms 
who suffer the greatest loss are in the ruins of 
the buildings, and it is difficult up to noon to- 
day to obtain reliable estimates of the losses 
and insurances. The losses, no doubt, will ag- 
gregate upward of a million dollars, and nearly 


all the establishments were weil insured. 
Marks Brothers, milliners, estimate their loss at 
$375,000, with insurance of $300,000. 

The building of this firm, which was situated 
on the northwest corner of Eighth and Arch 
streets, was completely destroyed, not a par- 
ticle of the walls standing. The building of 
Shoneman Brothers, 116 and 118 North Eighth- 
street, is also a complete wreck, and their loss 
is estimated at $100,000; insurance, $80,000. 
On the northeast corner of Eighth and Arch 
Adolph Heller’s millinery and fancy goods es- 
tablishment is leveled to the ground, as was 
also the adjoining buildings, 731 and 733 Arch, 
occupiei by J. & L. Baxter, artificial flowers 
and feathers; Strauss, Tannhauser & Co., mil- 
linery, and Vv. Cc. Young, ornamental 
stained glass. Heller’s loss is estimated at 
$150,000; insurance not ascertained, Strauss, 
Tannhauser & Co.’s loss will reach $60,000, well 
insured, and Baxter's loss will be about $35,000, 
fully covered by insurance. The losses on these 
destroyed buildings will aggregate about $200,- 
000. Various other firms on the south side of 
Arch-street, on E1ighth-street above Arch, and 
on the latter street west of Eighth, were par- 
tially burned out or had their stocks seriously 
damaged by water. The losses of these firms 
will range from $2,000 to $6,000.

W. H. Clark, Butterick’s patterna, 809 Arch; Mrs. 
Laura Evarts, boarding house, upper floors of 809; 
Frederick Knoppel, confectioner, southwest corner 
of Eighthand Arch; William H. Shuster, restaurant, 
802 Arch; William Menek & Brother, dress trim. 
mings and laces, 804 Arch; S, Abeles & Co., flowers 
and feathers, 806 Arch; L. Dannebaug, Son & Co., 
808 Arch: Bradley & Duffy’s livery stables, in the 
rear of Marks Brothers’ Building. The horses were 
all rescued from the stables. 

The fire originated from a defective flue in 
Marks Brothers’ building. Flames were discov- 
ered issuing from the chimney about 7 o’clock 
in the evening, and an alarm was sounded at 
onee, but the flames were soon checked and the 
tire engines left without going into service. The 
Insurance patrol, however, received orders to 
remain in the building until all danger was 
past, The patrol remained for about two hours, 
and then, concluding that the firein the chimney 
had been totally extinguished, they returned to 
their headquarters. Shortly after 11 o’clock an 
alarm was sounded from the same place, and on 
the arrival of the firemen the second floor of 
Marks Brothers’ building was wrapped in 
flames. The action of the patrol will receive a 
thorough investigation. 

One sad feature of the morning was the sor- 
rowful disappointment expressed by the many 
employes of Marks Brothers, Shoneman Brothers, 
Adolph Heller, and Strauss, Tannhauser & Co., 
when they came upon the scene prepared to 
begin their day’s labor. Marks Brothers em- 
ployed 350 people, most of them young women; 
Shoneman Brothers 90 people in their place, 
Adolph Heller 65, and Strauss, Tannhauser & 
Co, about 60. But few of these knew anything 
about the disaster until they saw the wrecked 
buildings this morning. 


IOWN INSURANCE COMPANIES. 
REEL aS ae 
A PLAN WHICH HAS WORKED WELL 
IN COUNTRY DISTRICTS. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Jan. 24.—There has 
been growing up in recent years in the interior 
agricultural sections of the State a system of 
town companies for mutual protection against 
losses by fire. Each company is restricted in its 
operations by the limits of its town, and the 
only risks taken are from buildipgs and de- 
tached village property. Asthese organizations 
are purely local and mutual they are not subject 


to the general laws and regulations administered 
by the State Insurance Department. 

The methods of one of these town insurance 
companies are extremely simple. An organiza- 
tion is effected of the farmers and other detached 
property owners of the town for mutual protec- 
tion of the members against losses by fire by the 
election of #a President, Secretary, Treasurer, 
and Board of Managers, all of whom serve with- 
out pay, except the Secretary, who receives a 
small allowance for his work. All policy hold- 
ers become members of the company on an 
equal footing. When a policy is issued 
the only cash payment exacted is a pelicy 
fee, so called, usuaily of $1 50. This policy fee, 
itis assumed, will afford a sufficient fund for 
paying all the ordinary running expenses of the 
company. As a provision against fire losses 
each policy holder gives the company a * premi- 
um note,” usually in the sum of $25, cr therea- 
bout, for every $1,000 of insurance guaranteed, 
When one of the members meets with a less a 
pro rata assessment on the amount of each 
premium note held by the company is levied to 
make good the loss. 

It is said by parties interested that the experi- 
ment of maintaining these town mutual in- 
surance companies has been eminently success- 
ful. Three town companies in Delaware County 
in their annual reports for 1887 state that upon 
anaggregate of $12 policies in force, insuring 
over $1,400,000, the total losses by fire for the 
year were only $1,327, and the total running 
expenses less than $200. Admitting these re- 
markable figures to represent a fair average 
from year to year, it would seem that this is the 
cheapest and simplest and most satisfactory 
system of insurance ayvyailablein the rural dis- 
tricts. 

But after all these town insurance companies 
are, in fact, only a repetition on a smaller scale 
of the county mutual insurace company sys- 
tem, once so popular and prevalent. The county 
companies are now nearly all extinct, some of 
them, like the Dutchess County Mutual, having 
changed to joint stock companies, and others, 
like the Orange County Mutual, having died out 
altogether. There seemed to be two 
fatal defects in the system practiced 
by these companies. One was the dif- 
ficulties and delays encountered and 
costs incurred in collecting large assessments 
for heavy losses of the makers of the premium 
notes, and the other grew out of cases inusepara- 
ble from the system where assessments fell due 
on premium notes after the makers’ policies had 
expired, and when they were no longer pro- 
tected by the company’s guarantee. Neverthe- 
less the experimeut now being made of main- 
taining purely mutual town companies, limitea 
strictly to the insurance of farm or rural proper- 
ty only, is of great public interest.

NEARLY KILLED BY COAL GAS. 

CARLISLE, Penn., Jan. 24.—Willis Crist, a 
farmer in Upper Allen Township, this county, 
his wife, two children, and a hired girl narrow- 
ly escaped poisoning from coal gas last night.

IMPRISONMENT FOR LIFE. 
New-Haven, Conn., Jan. 24.—Peter Cof- 
fee of Guilford was found guilty of murderin 
the second degree by a jury of the Superior 
Court to-day, and sentenced to imprisonment 
for life. The evidence connecting him with the 
killing of Station Agent Charles I. Way of 
Stony Creek was chiefly circumstantial, the 
strongest evidence against him consisting of his 
own admissions before the Grand Jury. Young 
Way’s body was run over by a freight train on 
the Shore Line Road last Summer. The engineer 


was sure that Way was dead before struck by 
the train. Two doctors thought that death had 
been caused by suffocation and two other dootors 
testified that in their opinion Way was killed 
by the cars. What might have been a gag 
made from a air of ooveralla was 
found near the dead body and this the 
State attempted to trace to Coffea. Evidently 
the jury did not believe Conductor Mason of the 
Shore Line Road. He swore that Coffee rode 
with him to Madison on the night of the murder, 
Telegraph operators in New-York and New- 
Haven swore to the receipt of a aispatch one or 
two minutes subsequent to the leaving time of 
Mason’s train, thereby establishing an alibi for 
Coffee if Mason told the truth. The only motive 
shown for the murder was robbery, the pockets 
of Way’s clothes being fonnd to be empty. In 
his charge to the jury Judge Torrance tola them 
that the evidence did not warrant a verdict of 
murder in the first degree. 


BOB OBJECTS TO HANGING, 

Warsaw, N. Y., Jan. 24.—The Castile 
murderer confined here don’t want to be hanged, 
but would rather have an electric shock end his 
career than serve a life sentence at Auburn 
Prison. This afternoon Gen. Lewis W. Thayer 
of the Buffalo Courier was asked whether he 
thought the bill punishing the crime of murder 
by electricity would become a law in time to 
apply to his client, the youthful Salvationist, 
‘Happy Bob.” His reply was characteristic of 


the gruff old gentleman. ‘“ Before Bob hangs 
they will have time to amend all the State laws. 
I expect to argue his case before the court 
of last resort at Albany on Feb. 1. 
As far as the boy is ooncerned, all he 
cares about a new trial is to avoid death by the 
halter, of which means of exit from this world 
he has a decided aversion. He has never urged 
me to make an effort even to protect him from 
hanging. I am doing it all at my own expense 
out of a sense of woe | and an honest belief that 
the boy never premeditated the act, but did it in 
@ jealous passion caused by the agaravating 
actions of the murdered bo Bob’s sweet- 
heart just prior to the shooting. If electricit 
were to put ne out of the way 
doubt if this death-fearless tof mine would 
want me to even do my duty in this matter.”

The officers of the Brooklyn Health De- 
partment assured the Kings County Grand 
Jury yesterday that they did not expect to 
have an epidemic of smallpox to deal with 
and declared that they were using all availa- 
ble appliances to stamp out the disease. 
‘Since Wednesday last thirty-eight cases 

dhave been reported, and the outbreak has 


caused much uneasiness nebo Wedublh, sauen bane | cases have 
been found in all parts of thetown. The 
officers of the department do not enjoy 
the wide powers granted to the Health De- 
partment in this city, but it is not clear 
that they have diligently done their duty. 
The cases have been scattered abroad from 
one or two cheap lodging houses. It was 
known some months ago that these houses 
were infected, and from time to time cases 
have been traced to them. It is difficult to 
resist the conclusion that these houses were 
neglected by the authorities when they 
should have been purged of contagion and 
placed under careful supervision. 


The Young Men’s Democratic Club of 
Brooklyn has adopted resolutions regarding 
the President’s message, one of which is as 
follows: 


“That the policy suggested by the President 
will unite 'the whole Democratic Party and 
attract to its support many persons heretofore 
acting against it on dead issues, together with 
the business and progressive interests of the 
people, and lay the foundation for a platform 
that will insure a Democratic success in the ap- 
proaching Presidential election.” 


This is undoubtedly the view generally 
taken of the political effect of the Presi- 
dent’s course by the progressive men of his 
party. We believe it to be sound so far as 
relates to public opinion. Much will de- 
pend, however, upon the action of Congress. 
It lies with the majority of the House to 
range their party squarely under the Presi- 
dent’s banner. If they refuse to do so it 
will not hurt the President, but it will seri- 
ously endanger the supremacy of the Dem- 
ocrats in the next Congress. 





There is little doubt that Rawates PIERCE 
is doing the Governor’s bidding in his efforts 
to obstruct and delay the passage of the 
bill regulating Quarantine fees and putting 
the Health Officer on a salary. He is not 
likely, however, to secure much delay. The 
Republican Senators have consented to his 
obtaining all the information he professed 
to desire and something more regarding 
the receipts and expenses of the 
Health Office, but they have allowed 
only three days for the report, and have 
declined to instruct the Commerce Commit- 
tee to withhold the bill until after the in- 
formation has been obtained. The zeal of 
the Republicans for reform after they have 
decided that it is best to give up control of 
the Quarantine Service is hardly less inter- 
esting than the cooling of the Governor and 
his friends on the subject when they see a 
possibility of getting control for themselves. 
Each side objects to political control in the 
hands of its opponents, but would be glad 
to have it for itself. The chance of the 
public lies in a failure of these patriots to 
enter into any deal or bargain for mutual 
profit at the public expense. 





The one hundred and twenty-ninth anni- 
versary of the birthday of RoBERT BURNS, 


which occurs to-day, follows so close upon 
the recent celebration of the hundredth 
anniversary of Lord Byron’s, that the jux- 
taposition of the two events 1s suggestive. 
Perhaps it cannot fairly be said that an or- 
dinary anniversary of the poor man’s son 
who was born on the banks of the Doon 
attracts more attention than even the 
centenary of BYRON, but it is nevertheless 
remarkable in how many places year after 
year the memory of the Scotch roet is form- 
ally honored, and not alone by his own 
countrymen. The tribute freely rendered 
to ByRon’s sympathy with human liberty 
is intensified in the case of BuRNs, of whom 
one of our own poets has written that still 
the burden of his songis love ofright, disdain 
of wrong; its master chords are manhood, 
freedom, brotherhood.” The parallel and 
the contrast suggested between BuRNS and 
BYRON may have unusual significance just 
now; but by another January, when the 
birthday of the latter passes unnoticed, that 
of Burns will, as usual, find in hundreds 
of cities and towns its customary honors. 


MR. CHANDLERS “ POLICY? a 

There is a transparent duplicity about the 
political manceuvres of the Hon. ** BrLv” 
CHANDLER that verges on the ridiculous. 
He is engaged in drawing up and present- 
ing to the Senate, of which he isa distin- 
guished member, a series of biils that it 
would pain him much to see enacted into 
laws. These bills are, on their face, in- 
tended to give to the Federal authorities, to 
Congress, the Judiciary, and, in some de- 
gree, to the Executive, powers of an unusual 
character for the minute supervision and 
regulation of elections at which Federal 
officers of any kind shall be directly or in- 
directly chosen. The assumption on which 
the Senator from New-Hampshire proceeds, 
or, at least, the ons on which he will 
profess to have proceeded, is that 
in some of the Southern States 
the negroes who wish to vote the Re- 
publican ticket are either not allowed 
to do so, or that, if their ballots are 
received, they are not honestly count- 
ed. Tohis mindit seems to establish his 
good faith in this assumption to present bills 
giving the Federal authorities the powerand 
imposing on them the duty of preventing 
such wrongs. The fact that most of the 
Federal authorities are Democrats, and that, 
according to Mr. CHANDLER’S political 


faith, itis a moral impossibility that Dem- 


ocrats should deal fairly with negro Repub- 
licans, would probably be urged by him as 
showing that he was so outraged by the 
wrongs referred to that he was ready to 
resort even to Democrats to get them rem- 
edied. 

As a matter of fact, however, Mr. CHAND- 
LER has not the remotest expectation or the 
faintest desire that his bills may become 
laws. He knows thatitwould be very diffi- 
cult to get them through the Senate, be- 
cause several Republican Senators regard 
their principle with disapproval and utterly 
deny their expediency, and that it would 
be quite impossible to pass them in the 
House, because the majority there are com- 
mitted against their principle, and would 
never fora moment admit that there was 
any occasion for them. With the knowl- 
edge of these facts, which are perfectly 
patent, Mr. CHANDLER concocts his bills, 
presents them, and will make, or get 
made by others, speeches upon them 
that will circulate free of postage 
through the mails as campaign docu- 
ments. In other words, he is running 
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at Governmént expense, an extensive es- 
tablishment for the manufacture of polit- 
ical capital. We have no great fault to find 
with him for this, for it is the “custom of 
the country,” and politicians, big and little, 
of both parties, have been in the same busi- 


ness for a good while. But it is perhaps’ 


worth while to point out that the goods 
turned out by Mr. CHA¥#DLER are not 
likely to meet with a market. They 
are thin and of poor quality; they are 
very antiquated in style and mode of manu- 
facture; they meet no general need, real 
or fancied; they have been abundantly tried 
in times past, and it has been found, over 
and again, in the phrase of the rural 
districts, that they ‘“‘ won’t wash.” 

It is obvious that Mr. CHANDLER’s pro- 
posed remedial legislation is introduced 
purely for the purpose of emphasizing the 
existence of the evil it pretends to pre- 
vent or punish. Of real Federal super- 
vision and regulation of elections the law 
already supplies what must be supposed to 
be enough, since it was enacted by the Re- 
publicans when they had the power to 
enact what they chose, when they were 
backed by public opinion, and when the 
need of such legislation was much greater 
and much more widely rezognized than it is 
now. Since this legislation has failed it is 
quite useless to give the country more of it. 
if the Republicans when in power could 
not make it work the Democrats now in 
power certainly will not doso. They have 
no more capacity than the Republicans had, 
and, according to Mr. CHANDLER himself, 
they lack the disposition. But if the pro- 
fe8sed purpose of the legislation Mr. 
CHANDLER is inventing is unattainable, 
its real purpose is not less so. The 
men who must vote the Republican 
ticket next Fall if that ticket is to be suc- 
cessful will not be induced to do so by ap- 
peals or arguments of the kind Mr. CHAND- 
LER is getting up. They do not regard the 
issne he is trying to force on their attention 
as one that should determine their votes. 
For this conviction they have many reasons. 
They do not think the evil is anything like 
so serious as he pretends. They believe 
that, while it was very considerable a dozen 
years ago, ithas gradually been lessened, 
and is in the process of complete abolition 
by natural and inevitable causes. And, 
above all, they do not believe that the ac- 
cession of the Republican Party to power 
would aid in suppressing the evil so far as 
it does exist, for two reasons—first, because 
that party is not in earnest about the mat- 
ter, and, second, because when it was in 
earnest and had ample power it tried to 
cure it and failed completely. As a po- 
litical expedient, therefore, the policy of 
Mr. CHANDLER is obviously doomed to mis- 
carriage. 


IN THE INTEREST OF PEACE. 


The committee appointed under the reso- 
lution of the public meeting which received 
the English depntation in this city whose 
mission was to promote the cause of inter- 

national arbitration has sent a memorial 
to the two houses of Congress asking for 
the adoption of a joint resolution which 
shall request the President to propose to the 
Government of Great Britain the making of 
a treaty for the settlement of all disputes 
between the two nations by arbitration. 
The substance of the desired treaty is out- 
lined in the memorial. It would provide 
that when any difference arises between 
the two countries respecting the interpreta- 
tion of any treaty or any claim of either 
under the laws of nations respecting the 
boundary of any of their possessions or any 
wrong alleged to have been committed by 
either against the other, they would earn- 
estly endeavor to accommodate the differ- 
ence by conciliatory negotiation; and that 
in no event would either nation begin war 
upon the other without first offering to sub- 
mit the difference between them to arbi- 
trators chosen as may be agreed. If there 
was no agreement as to the method of 
choosing arbitrators, it should be under- 
stood that one was to bechosen by each 
party and an umpire agreed upon by those 
two. It would be understood, also, that 
arbitration thus provided for should not 
extend to any question respecting the inde- 
pendence or sovereignty of éither nation, 
its equality with other nations, its form of 
government, its internal affairs, or its con- 
tinental policy. 

By way of indicating the progress that 
has been made in the practice of referring 
international disputes to arbitration the 
committee cites nearly sixty instances in 
which it has been resorted to since 1815, 
more:than two-thirds of which have oc- 
curred in the last twenty-five years. Ef- 
forts in behalf of permanent agreements 
for arbitration may be said to have begun 
with the adoption of a resolution by the 
British House of Commons in 1872 in favor 
of instructing the Foreign Secretary to 
‘enter into communication with foreign 
powers with a view to further im- 
provement of international law and the es- 
tablishment of a general system of interna- 
tional arbitration.” Resolutions with the 
same general aim were afterward adopted 
by the Italian Chamber of Deputies, 
the Swedish Diet, the States-General of 
Netherlands, and the Chamber of Deputies 
and Senate of Belgium. A resoltition in 
favor of general arbitration was adopted 
by our own House of Representatives in 
1874, and many of our most conspicuous 
public men, including Gen. GRANT and at 
least two other Presidents, have expressed 
their warm approval of the principle. 

The question now is whether the time 
has not come to take some practical step 
which shall bethe forerunner of a policy of 
peaceful methods for the settlement of in- 
ternational disputes. No nation of the first 
rank is in so favorable a position as the 
United States for taking this step. It has 
no serious complication of interests with 
other nations and no reason to expect 
any. Its people are peculiarly averse to 
maintaining costly armaments for aggression 
or defense, such as weigh so heavily on the 
resources of European nations. It is their 
freedom from this necessity that gives the 
nation its exceptional prosperity and its 
material strength. Its interests and its 
spirit are in favor of peace, and it has much 


_ to gain by the preservation of peace. The 


nation with which the United States has 
the closest relations is Great Britain, and 


the fact that they are of one blood and one 
language makes it peculiarly appro priate, 
and ought to make it easy, for them toenter 
upon and maintain a policy of peaceful 
arbitration. The very facts peculiar to 
their history and to their relations make 
them liable to have dispntes, but they also 
make it doubly important that they should 
agree upon some method of settling such 
disputes without a resort to arms. 

Should the United States and Great Brit- 
ain enter upon a treaty such asis proposed, 
it would not only promote friendly relations 
between them for their mutual benefit, but 
it would make it practically certain that 
those relations would never be broken with- 
out the most serious cause. It would give 
practical assurance of permanent peace be- 
tween the two great English-speaking na- 
tions and the example would be of great 
value and have great influence toward the 
establishment of a general system of inter- 
national arbitration, which cannot be at- 
tained until conditions on the Eastern con- 
tinent are greatly modified. The establish- 
ment of the policy between two leading na- 
tions of the world would tend to modify 
existing conditions, to discredit war, and 
hasten the time when its barbarism will 
be outgrown. We sée no reason why Con- 
gress should hesitate to give its sanction to 
the proposal for a treaty. 





“COMBINES” UNDER THE TARIFF. 

Since we began some months ago to di- 
rect attention to the formation of Trusts in 
various industries upon the plan of the 
Standard Oil monopoly, and especially since 
we undertook to point out some of the com- 
binations devised to strangle competition 
by manufacturers who enjoy tariff protec- 
tion, several of our contemporaries have 
joined us in exposing the greed of these-mo- 
nopolists. Those who in the past have been 
misled by protectionist haranguesin' which 
the benefits of free competition in the home 
market among protected manufacturers 
were vividly set forth must see that it is 
the protected manufacturers’ desire to kill 
competition assoon as possible, and that in 
many industries competition has given up 
the ghost. Monopoly rules in its place. 

Certain combinations should be added to 
our list. Among the products in connec- 
tion with which Trusts or competition-kill- 
ing agreements have been made, and which 
we have already enumerated, are lead, 
sugar, envelopes, school slates, paper bags, 
linseed oil, paving pitch, cordage, salt, 
steel, oilcloth, coke, reaping and mowing 
machines, thrashing machines, farmers’ 
plows, glassware, and thin rubber fabrics. 
We are told that the rubber-shoe Trust has 
not been completed. The Chicago Tribune 
reports that the paving-pitch ‘‘ combine” 
on the 19th inst. advanced the price of felt 
roofing 25 cents a roll. 

Steel Rails.—We have already spoken of 
the combination of the crucible and open- 
hearth steel-makers, the similar association 
of the Bessemer manufacturers, and the as- 
sociation of the stee]-rail men. In no other 
industry have plans for throttling competi- 
tion been more generally adopted than in 
that which covers the manufacture of steel. 
Just now the railroad companies are slow 
to buy rails. They think the price is too 
high. Dispatches from Pittsburg a few 
days ago said: ‘‘Two years ago the steel- 
rail manufacturers organized an associa- 
tion, controlling the eleven steel-rail mills of 
the country, and agreed to restrict produc- 
tion and secure better prices than existing 
rates, which were $27 per ton. The movement 
Was a very quiet one, but it effected the de- 
sired result quickly. The restriction in 
manufacturing caused an active market, 
and the railroads began to compete with 
each other for rails. Prices exceeded all 
expectation, running up to $40 per ton. 
The railroad people had been caught, and 
they were bled profusely.” Last Summer 
several companies decided to turn the tables 
on the railmakers. They have refrained 
from buying, and prices are lower. It will 
not be forgotten that the “combine” pushed 
the price up to $40. It is well to recall now 
a speech made on Oct. 30, 1886, by the Hon. 
WiriitaM L. Scotr. He said: 

“Eighteen months ago I had occasion to buy 
10,000 tons of steel rails. I went to a rolling 
mill in Pennsylvania and bought thém for 
$25 50 perton. The parties who sold them to 
me were perfectly satistied with the price. At 
that time there was no combination between the 
steel mills of this country. About six months 
afterward the seven or eight steel-rail mills of 
the country combined and agreed todivide among 
themselves the amount of rails that the country 
would require, and gradually the price of steel 
rails went up until it reached $33 per ton, which 
isthe price to-day. From $25 50 to $33 is an in- 
crease of $750. Now, the advance in the cost 
of producing a ton of steel rails does not ex- 
ceed 10 per cent. over and above what I paid at 
the time, or $2 50 per ton. That would leave in 
round numbers an advance in steel rails of $5 
aton without any necessity for it. There are 
seven or eight steel-rail mills, and they produce 
about 1,500,000 tons of steel rails a year, and 
this additional profit of $5 per ton amounts to 
the sum of $7,500,000 to be divided between 
these seven or eight mills, Do you think that 
the railroads pay this excessive profit on the 
steel rails they buy? Not by amy means. The 
railroads simply advance the mongy, and it is 
you who travel over the railroads, and who 
transport your merchandise and produce over 
them, who in the end pay this immense profit to 
the manufacturers. It comes at lastupon the 
people.” 

When Mr. Scott said this the price was 
$33. It was afterward carried much 
higher. And it is not the railroad com- 
panies that are ‘‘bled;” it is the people, 
and especially the Western farmers, whose 
unprotected grain must be carried over the 
roads to the seaboard and thence to a 
foreign market. 

Nuis.—Lhst week some twenty manufact- 
urers of iron nuts met to form ‘‘a national 
association.” The press dispatches said: 
“Tt is proposed to establish a poal and 
enter into an agreement for the purpose of 
putting up prices. The planis to compel 
each member who breaks faith to pay a 
heavy penalty, and a large reward will be 
offered to any person furnishing informa- 
tion.” There must be an end of competi- 
tion in this protected industry. — 

Pencils.—The duty on lead pencils is 50 
cents a gross and 30 per cent. ad valorem, 
the combined rates having been equivalent 
last year to 56.18 per cent. upon the quan- 
tity imported.. On cheap grades the duty is 
very high. A correspondent tells us that 
the cheap pencils are worth about 50 cents 
a gross, and that on these the tariff is pro- 
hibitory. He says: 

“There are four manufacturers in this coun- 


try, and for ten years they have had a combina- | 
tion, and on the cheap pencil have maintained* 


the price of 80 cents, clearing an advance of 
about 60 per cent. over the cost of foreign goods. 
On the higher grades it is even more, but the 
peculiar feature of the case is that the makers 
have been shipping to foreign countries at a 
much lower rate—from 45 to 55 cents per gross— 
and maintaining the high prices ta the home 
trade. The so-called protective tariff has 
therefore enabled the pencil makers for ten 
yoars to furnish the foreign dealers at one-third 
less than the American buyers, and the school 
children and poor mechanics have been support- 
ing a monopoly fostered by United States law. 
The makers have all prospered and are to-day 
in position to manufacture pencils more cheaply 
than any other country can. The material is all 
produced here, the wood being largely exported 
from Florida. New and improved automatic 
machinery and long experience should enable 
this country to control the business throughout 
the world. Within a month the combination has 
broken. Internal dissensions and overproduc- 
tion have brought down prices to a low point, 
butit is probable that a new en will 
soon be made.” 


Certainly this isa statement which de- 
serves attention. If the pencil makers have 
been selling their goods to foreigners at 
prices below those exacted at home they 
have only followed the example of other 
protected industries. When the home trade 
is controlled by a monopoly “ combine” it is 
not necessary that prices at home and 
abroad should be on the same level. Grati- 
tude for advantages granted by the people 
ought to move protected manufacturers to 
treat home buyers—the grantors—with as 
much consideration as is extended to buy- 
ers in foreign countries. But a protected 
Trust ‘‘combine” is soulless and has no emo- 
tions. 


BROKERS AND LEGISLATORS. 

Itis generally held in legislative circles 
that stock brokers make too much money, 
and that they should be compelled to divide 
with the public, or its duly elected repre- 
sentatives. This belief, after rankling for 
an unknown period in the breast of Senator 
MICHAEL MurpHy, has embodied itself in a 
bill yesterday introduced by that statesman 
to render the lives of stock brokers burdens 
to them. The bill provides that no man 
shall presume to do business as a stock 
broker until he has received a permit 
from the Secretary of State, for which 
he is to pay $5. The licensed broker 
is furthermore required to file every.month 
a statement of the number of stocks and 
bonds sold by him, (and presumably of the 
number bought,) “and also whether the de- 
liveries have actually been made on sales or 
whether offset by Clearing House checks or 
otherwise.” Twice a year the licensed 
broker shall pay $5 on every hundred 
shares of stock or $10,000 of bonds trans- 
ferred through him, which have not been 
actually delivered to his principal or to the 
principal of the other broker. A violation 
of the statute is made a misdemeanor, pun- 
ishable by a fine of $1,009, half of which 
goes tothe informer, or imprisonment for 
sixty days, or both. 

If the stock brokers viewed this measure 
with the apprehension and alarm which its 
introducer evidently intended it to inspire 
doubtless they would send a deputation to 
Albany to reason with him, and this depu- 
tation would offer the most specious argu- 
ments in its possession against the bill. For 
if the bill were to become law the busi- 
ness of dealing in stocks in this State would 
lose most of its profits and its charms. 
The requirement that a man should pub- 
lish the details of his private business once 
amonth would of itself suffice to deprive 
the business thus exposed of any at- 
tractiveness, except .upon the score of 
its profitableness, while the tax proposed 
by MIKE upon speculative sales would 
make it unprofitable also. The broker 
would of course charge over to his 
customer the amount of his tax, which 
the simple-minded MIKE apparently expects 
him to bear himself, and the cost of broker- 
age would thus be increased material- 
ly. If the bill became law this addi- 
tional expense would either cause the Stock 
Exchange to move over into New-Jersey, 
where the statesmen are content with the 
sport of pursuing railroads, or else 
the New-York broker would  trans- 
act the business of his customers in the 
Exchanges of Boston and Philadelphia. 
The walls of the Stock Exchange would no 
longer echo to the yell of the broker. White 
hats could be worn with impunity over its 
grass-grown floorsin October and black hats 
in July. The business of stock broking 
would decline so suddenly that not a single 
member, either of the Stock or of the Con- 
solidated Exchange, would take out a 
license under the law, and the revenues of 
the State would not be increased by one 
dollar as a consequence of MIKE’s public- 
spirited efforts. 

This would be acalamity which the stock 
brokers would no doubt be willing to pay 
considerable amounts of money to avert. 
And yet we think that Mikk has made an 
error of judgment, and that no deputation 
of brokers will make any effort to see him 
in order to show cause why the bill should 
not be passed. It is no wonder perhaps that 
the project should have struck MIKE as 
promising. The rural legislators are,in a 
general way, willing to support almost any 
measure of which the city bearsthe expense, 
especially if it make a pretense of dis- 
couraging immorality. Stock gambling is 
regarded in the country and, for that 
matter, in the city. as an immoral 
practice. The rural legislator would rejoice 
to threaten a very solvent class of citizens 
with pains and penalties, and at the same 
time to win the commendation of his own 
Pastor. But he is by no means so green as 
MIKE appears to suppose him. He is per- 
fectly aware of the possibilities of a raid on 
stock brokers, and he will not be inclined to 
join in it until he satisfies himself where, in 
the langnage of WiLLI1AM MAHONE, he is 
personally to ‘“‘come in.” This measure, 
moreover, is not calculated to win the ap- 
proval of the rustic moralist. What he de- 
sires is a measure that will discriminate 
between speculation and investment. A 
good many people who are not rustic mor- 
alists would like to see that, too, but they 
know that it is entirely impracticable to 
frame such a measure. Wherever there is 
an open market there are facilities for who- 
ever wishes to buy what he does not want 
and sell what he has not got. MIKE may or 
may not be aware of the impracticability, 
but if he had gone about intelligently to 
give his raid the appearance of a crusade 


he would have mace a more successful 
pretense ofdiscrimination. As it stands the 
bill is a wanton attack upon a business as 
legitimate as any other, and indispensably 
necessary to the conduct of all other 
business. The mere willingness of a 
statesman to be seen does not furnish a rea- 
son why any stock broker should desire to 
see him when he has nothing to show more 
interesting or formidable than Mrxr’s bill 
against stock brokers. MIkrE seems to be 
very much in earnest, but he will have to 
try again, and he had better select some 
other interest for his next attempt, since 
his usefulness as a reformer of the Stock 
Exchange seems to have been permanently 
impaired. 


A NEW COLLEGE PRESIDENT. 


CO-EDUCATION TO BE ABOLISHED AT 
ADELBERT COLLEGE. 


CLEVELAND, Jan. 24.—The Rev. Hiram 
C. Haydn, D. D., was installed to-day as Presi- 
dent of the Western Reserve University, which 
at the present time includes Adelbert College 
and a medical department. His advent to the 
Presidency was signaled by the Trustees abolish- 
ing co-education and announcing the project of 
a separate college in the university for women. 
The 15 young women now in the college will be 
permitted to complete their studies, bat no 
more girls will be received into Adelbert. 
The Trustees say that they do not wish 
to be understood as condemning co- 
education of itself or in any other 


place, but they “ are satisfied that the existence 
of co-education in the institution is a hindrance 
to its highest success in educating young men 
and thus fulfilling the purposes “for which it 
was founded and its endowment mainly se- 
cured.” The Trustees “ place upon record their 
sympathy with allefforts for tne higher educa- 
tion of women” and request the new President 
to take such steps as shall seem to him expedi- 
ent to establish such a college for young 
women. Dr. Haydn was born in Pompey, 
N. Y., in 1831, studied in Amherst Col- 
lege in  1853- 6, then in the Union 
Theological Seminary until 1859; was or- 
damed in West Meriden, Conn., in 1862, 
preached four years in St. Johnsbury, Vt., went 
to Painesville, Ohio, then journeyed in Palestine, 
was Pastor of ‘the Pilgrim Church in 8&t. Louis, 
then Associate Pastor of the First Presbyterian 
Church in this city, succeeded on the death of 
Dr. Goodrich to the pastorate, which he resigned 
to accept the District Secretaryship of the 
American Board of Foreign Missions with head- 
quarters in New-York, which he left in 1884 to 
return tothe First Church here. He will be 
Pastor and President too. 


AUBURN’S OLOSED BANK. 


THE CASHIER AND BOOKKEEPER BE- 
LIEVED TO BE IN CANADA. 

AUBURN, N.Y., Jan. 24.—There are no new 
developments in the First National Bank matter 
to-day. The whereabouts of the bookkeeper and 
Cashier are still unknown. The investigation is 
still being pushed, and it may be a week before 
anything official is announced. It is a settled 
fact, however, that the bank vault was not 
cleaned out, as bundles of currency were found 
there and counted this morning. 

Cashier O’Brien and Bookkeeper Morse are 
supposed to be across the border in Canada. 
They have been traced as far as Brockport, west 
of Rochester. Once safe in the Dominion it is 
not unreasonable to suppose that they will com- 
municate with their friends and relatives in 


Auburn, as they cannot be extradited, and no 
law can touch them so long as they remain in 
exile. A statement of the affairs of the bank, 
giving the causes that led to its present des- 
perate straits, is expected from them. They 
could doubtless relate a very interesting narra- 
tive. Public opinion isinclined to censure the 
officers and Directors of the bank for allowing 
such flagrant mismanagement of its funds. 

The Board of Education held a special meet- 
ing this morning to devise ways and means for 
raising money to meet the current expenses 
until the $52,000 tied up in the closed bank 
could be made available. It was decided to pe- 
tition the Legislature for permission to make @ 
loan. Depositors are growing nervous over the 
outcome of the trouble. Some of them offer to 
assign their claims for 75 centson the dollar. 
There is a growing suspicion that some of the 
stockholders have transferred their holdings to 
trustworthy friends to avoid liability, and this 
suspicion in itself causes much uneasiness, The 
true state of affairs will not be known, however, 
until a Receiver is appointed and the day of set- 
tlement arriyes. 


MAYOR OBRIEN’S FIGHT. 


HIS NOMINATIONS REJECTED BY 
TISAN BOARD. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 24.—The Board of 
Aldermen, which this year has a Republican 
majority, has rejected Mayor O’Brien’s nomina- 
tions of John Maguire and John H. Duane, 
Principal Assessors; Hugh J. Poland, Superin- 
tendent of Lamps, and Patrick Maguire, mem- 
ber of the Board of Park Commissioners, and 
laid upon the table the nominations of John W. 
MeDonald, Superintendent of Streets; John R. 
Murphy, member of the Board of Fire Commis- 
sioners; George F. Babbitt, member of the Board 


of Health, and Thomas W. Davis, City Surveyor. 

There are many important nominations yet to 
be made by the Mayor. There is to be a Regis- 
trar of Voters appointed, over which a lively 
fight is expected, a City Architect, Superintend- 
ent of Bridges, a Water Commissioner and Su- 

erintendent of Health, three ey rtoag of 

ublic Institutions, a Trustee of the City Hos- 
pital, five Trustees of Mount Hope Cemetery, 
City Solicitor, five Directors of East Boston fer- 
ries, an Inspector of Milk, two Record Commis- 
sioners, a Trustee of the Public Library, a City 
Auditor, a City Collector and a City Treasurer, 
and two Sinking Fund Commissioners. Mayor 
O’Brien, in an interview, said: 

“Tam not surprised. I suppose it is natural 
for a partisan board to oppose all my appointees. 
The motive is so very apparent that it cannot 
but serve to hold them up to public ridicule, but 
I prefer not to say anything further. The mem- 
bers of the board by their action are simply fool- 
ing themselves, for I shall make no change in 
my policy. The appointees will hold over.” 


ENS SRS 
IOE CAUSING DANGER TO VESSELS. 
CHATHAM, Mass., Jan. 24.—The heavy 

northwest gale of to-day continues this evening, 

veering to northerly, and the weaiher is very 
cold. The large quantities of drift ice running 

over the shoalsin the strong current put in a 

dangerous position the 15 large outward-bound 


schooners which have been hnchored there since 
Sunday night. 

An unknown tug has been working hard all 
the afternoon trying to extricate two schooners 
from bad positions near Handkerchief Shoals. 
They finally got clear of the ice and proceeded 
westward. A small schooner is in the ice inside 
of Handkerchief Shoals with her colors flying at 
her foremasthead. No assistance can get to her 
from the shore. Other vessels have been ap- 
parent!y dragging their anchors westward, 
torced by the ice and gale, and there is plenty of 
work for tugs if any are in the vicinity. A 
northeast wind will take the heavy ice from 
Chatham Bay over the shoals and make still 
more dangerous the position of those vessels un- 
less they extricate themselves.

ABOUT THE ART OF ACTING. 

It seems to be the belief of a small num- 
ber of worthy persons, here and in England, 
that we are on the eve of a revolution in the 
dramatic art, that a widespread interest has 
been suddenly developed in the theory and prac- 
tice of aeting, that the theatre has more influ- 
ence now thaw ever before, and that great profit 
to the stage is to speedily result from this agree- 
able condition of things. Whether or not Mr. F, 
F. Mackay, the actor, believes, as we do not, 
that Englisu-speaking people regard the drama 
at this time with more seriousness and a greater 
degree of understanding of its artistic value 
and dignity than they have hitherto within the 
memory of living men, he seems to have 
thought it worth his while to test the matter. 
Therefore Mr. Mackay read from the stage of the 
Lyceum Theatre yesterday afternoon the first 
part of a discourse on “‘The Metaphysics of the 
Art of Acting as applied to Dramatic Elocu- 
tion,” and he will finish the subject in the same 
place on Thursday. Mr. Mackay had a very 
small audience yesterday, an indication prob- 


ably that the public mind is not quite ready to 
regard acting from ametaphysical point of view, 
even if the interest inthe art is growing, for 
thesky wasclear, and the air invigorating, there 
were many peo ie in the streets and the shops 
werethronged, Nobody seemed tobe kept indoors 
by the cold weather, yet few cared to hear about 
the metaphysics of acting. Weare bound to say 
that those persons who did goto Mr. Mackay’s 
lecture did not get as much metaphysics as they 
might have expected. Mr. Mackey is a good 
actor, an excellent mimic, as he proved in cer- 
tain passages of his discourse, a fiuent reader, 
but as a metapbysician he is merely an ambi- 
tious novice. Itis not worth while just now to 
submit his statements to close examination. We 
are inclined to think that he intends to publish 
his lecture as a magazine article, or in pamphlet 
form, and we hope,if that is his purpose, that 
he will revise some parts of his manuscript be- 
fore giving it to the printer. 

The recent lively controversy between Irving 
and Coquelin aboutthe artistic equipment of 
great actors has led tothe renewal of the old 
discussion concerning the relation between an 
actor’s nature and his art. Mr. William Archer, 
a conscientious British eritic of the stage, has 
determined to settle, if it can be settled, the 
question whether the best actors sympathize 
with the characters they are playing and feel 
the emotions they depict. He has prepared a 
sort of catechism and submitted it to the actors 
of London, and alarge number of answers to 
his questions are printed in an _ article 
contributed by Mr. Archer to the _ last 
number of Loxgman’s Magazine. They 
do not settle the question, but. some 
of them are very interesting. Mr. Mackay 
took up this matter in his lecture. He manifest- 
ly does not think that the actor should feel the 
emotions of the character he assumes, and he 
hasaright to his own opinion. He spoke yes- 
terday of alady who wept real tears and was 
overcome by her emotions when she acted the 
sleep-waiking scene. of Lady Macbeth, and ex- 
pressed the belief, in which all reasonable per- 
sons will concur, that her emotion was out of 
place and was caused by pity for the fictitious 
personage whose experience she was actually 
regarding as something apart from herself, But 
all that Mr. Mackay said on this point was not 
80 logical; most of his remarks, indeed, were 
shallow and flippant. If an actor’s per- 
sonal emotions were aroused by his art, 
and he must feel the thing he was pretending to 
be, the lecturer contended that the same condi- 
tion must apply to the poet as he wrote, to the 
sculptor, the painter, and the composer of music 
as they worked. His deductions were extraor- 
dinary. That Longfellow must have felt like 
‘footprints in the sands of time” when he wrote 
that line was an expression of opinion more wor- 
thy of Mr. Dockstader, in his most frivolous 
mood, than of Mr. Mackayin his réle of meta- 
physician. Mr. Mackay carried his facetious- 
ness still further, and remarked that an actreas 
who felt all the emotions of Camille ought to 
be ill for six months between the 
third and fourth acts, as the heroine 
of Dumas was, and ought to die 
in the last act. All of which seemed to indicate 
that Mr. Mackay had not given any serioug 
thought to the question Mr. Archer is trying to 
prove. Mr, Mackay enlivened his discourse 
with several excellent bits of mimicry. He re- 
cited the Lake of Como speech of Claude Mel- 
notte asit ought not to be recited. He sum- 
marized the third act of Camille, with tears in 
his voice, and then took the imaginary actress, 
who had deeply touched the sympathies of an 
audience, to. her dressing room where she 
scolded her maid. And he related a capital 
anecdote in negro dialect to show that sound 
affects the emotions quite as often as sense. 

While his lecture was not heard by a very 
large number of persons, and while its matter 
was of more value as entertainment than as 
metaphysics, Mr. Mackay’s effort may have a 
good result. If the art of actingis talked about 
and discussed in public places andin the public 
prints the people will begin to think aboutit 
after a while. All such discussions are apt to 
strike the blasé old stagers as *‘ sophomoric,” 
but the old stagers are hopeless cases; all re- 
tormers look to the rising generation for en- 
couragement. 


POSSART IN “NATHAN DER WEISE.” 

Lessing’s dramatic poem ‘Nathan der 
Weise” has rarely been put upon the stage in 
this country. One reason is undoubtedly that it 
takes an actor of exceptional power to make 
the title réle—and the principal! part in the 
play—interesting as the embodiment of a living 
person. Another reason is that the story of the 
piay, in so far as it deals with the emotions, is 
not an attractive one. The primary idea that 
Lessing had in view was to reprove bigotry—to 
show that underneath all religion was the 
same main idea, and consequenty to teach tol- 
eration. There doubtless was much need in the 


author’s time and in his country of emphasizing 
truths of the kind indicated, and it is question- 
able whether the kernel of all religion was ever 
better described than in the story of the rings 
borrowed by Lessing and put by him into the 
mouth of the Jew, Nathan. A didactic play, 
however, rarely proves a good one for dramatic 
purposes. There must needs bein it too much 
of preaching, and it too often turns out to be 
merely a sermon in dialogue. Lessing’s work 
is open to objections of this kind, although it is 
not ultogether wanting in dramatic incidents. 
The main fault is that the story is told, not 
acted. Nathan and Saladin, Recha and the 
Knight Templar, the patriarch, the monk, and 
the other characters are too much mere speak- 
ing embodiments of ideas. When these things 
are considered it must be regarded as credita- 
ble to the ability of Herr Possartand his coad- 
jutors that they were able to present the play at 
the Thalia Theatre last evening in such a force- 
ful way asto give delight and gratification to 
the large audience that was assembled. Herr 
Posssart’s Nathan was in the main especially 
good. Itwas the portraiture of a philosopher, 
emphasizing self-evident truths in such a way 
as to make them seem even more strong gly 
grounded than appeared at first sight. Here 
and there, when the text or the situation 
would permit, a touch of human iuterest would 
be given that would give an impress ofa distinct 
personality. The portraiture was evidently 
attractive to the audience, for they applauded the 

acfor repeatedly and recalled him many times. 
Herr Walter’s personation of the monk was a 
delightful bit of character acting. Marie Hock 
as Recha made a good impression, and the 
others in the cast did fairly well The scenery 
seemed new and was attractive. 


CHICKERING HALL. 

Arthur Voorhis, pianist, gave a concert at 
Chickering Hall iast evening. He played Saint- 
Saéns’s second concerto, Schubert’s ‘“ Du bist 
die Rub,” Schumann's “ Vogel als Prophet,” a 
tarantelle by Moszkowski and the scherzo of 
Xavier Scharwenka’s first concerto. Mr. Voorhis 
is not without skillas a pianist and his lightness 
of touch was pleasantin the allegro scherzando 
of the Saint-Saéns composition. It cannot fair« 
ty be said of him, however, that he possesses 
any claim to public attention, the bulk of his 


work being upon a plane of hopeless mediocrity. 
He was assisted by Miss Carlotta Pinner, 
soprano, and Mr. Frank Van der Stucken’s 
orchestra. Miss Pinner sang an aria by Mozart 
in a@ manner which excited only compassion 
that any one should work so hard and accom- 
plish so little.

AND OF THESE FOUR ARE 
SERIOUSLY HURT. 

YA RAILROAD TRAIN JUMPS THE TRACK 
NEAR BAXTERVILLE—THE ENGINEER 
WAS TRYING TO MAKE TIME, 

Troy, N. Y., Jan. 24.—The accident yes- 
terday afternoon on the Rutland and Washine- 
ton Division of the Delaware and Hudson sys- 
tem, near Baxterville, proves to have been even 
worse than was at first anticipated. Atleast 16 
persons were injured, and of this number 4 
were so seriously hurt that their recovery is 
cousidered a matter of doubt. The ill-fated train 
left Rutland at 10:40 o’clock and was to have 
made connections with the Fitchburg train at 
Eagle Bridge, and was due in this city at 2:15 
o’clock in the afternoon. The train had lost 
some time, and Engineer Beattie was trying to 
make itup when the accident occurred. The 
train consisted of a combination baggage, ex- 


press, and smoking car, and two coaches, The 
coaches went down the bank, but the combina- 
tion car rolled over once and did not go as far 
as the others. 

The injured persons are Conductor Charles 
Frost of Rutland, three ribs broken and pene- 
trating the liver; James Houghton of Salem, 
salesman for Nims & Knight of this city, jaw 
broken and injured internally; Mr. and Mrs. W. 
\. Hasslin of Granville, bruised; their daughter, 
2 years of age, badly burned by the stove and 
her clothing partly consumed; W. H. Hughes, 
Granville, cut about the head and face; Clarence 
Btoddard, Granville, scalp torn and otherwise 
dangerously injured; Anna Murtha, Salem, 
bruised; Anna Shields, Salem, spine injured and 
face cut; Nellie Tierney. Salem, face bruised and 
disfigured; J. H. Shields, Troy, back and leg 
injured; Clarence Rice, Cambridge, eye de- 
stroyed; M. H. Stevens, a potato specu- 
jator of Shushan, back injured and 
head cut dangerously; James Greaney, Hoosick 
Falls, bruised; Mrs. Lawson, West Salem, neck 
cut and side injured; Edward Lawlor, brakeman, 
purned about the right arm; Hugh C, Van Ull- 
rich, New-York, hand eut and bruised head. It 
is believed that these, with the Western Union 
Jineman, David Owens of Eagle Bridge, make a 
complete list of the injured. 

The persons injured seriously are Owens, 
Stoddard, Rice, Houghton, Greaney, Frost, and 
Shields. The victims were speedily removed 
from the scene of the wreck to adjacent farm- 
houses. Griffith Owens, father of the injured 
lineman, went to his son’s bedside. He is head 
Datteryman for the Western Union Company at 
Albany, where he resides. 

The accident was caused by the train jumping 
the track on the curve one mile from Baxter- 
ville. Itis the opinion of railroad men that the 
‘disaster would not have 6ccurred if the train 
had been going at its usual rate of speed, from 
20 to 30 miles an hour. 

Hugh ©. Van Ullrich of New-York, one of the 

assengers who came out of the accident with 
pothing more than an injured hand, was the 
only passenger on the train that came to this 
city to-day. He made the following statement: 
“T am traveling constantly for myself, and 
yesterday I was on my way to &5t. 

ouis. [ had been to Salem to see my 
boy, who is there attending the Rev. 
J.. H. Houghton’s school I left there 
yesterday. I had not been able to get any 
ninner, and just before the accident I went from 
the passenger coach 1n which I had been seated 
to the smoker. I had just nicely settled down 
with a cigar, when the car began to swerve and 
the seats flew about my head. In an instant al- 
most the car was overturned, and a portion of 
the side was brokenin. [ was near the stove, 
and saw the coals fly out. [ was afraid that the 
ear would catch on fire, but as soon as the dust 
and smoke cleared away I saw that the fire had 
been put out by the snow which came into the 
car through the broken side. When the car 
began to rock I put out my hand to steady my- 
self, and as the ear went over I was injured 
about the fingers and wrist. I don’t know how. 
As soon as I could I crawled out through the 
opening into the snow. As I looked back into 
the car I saw that a man was caught between 
the water closet and the stove. I shouted for 
help, and a farmer came to my assistance. He 
seemed unwilling at first to help me, but I told 
him that I would pay him if the company 
did not. By this time there were several men 
around and the poor fellow in the car was taken 
out. He was unconscious, The farmer had a 
sleigh with him and into it we placed the man, 
J afterward learned that it was Owens, the 
Western Union Jineman, and he was carriea 
with another wounded passenger to a farm- 
house about a mile away.” 

Conductor Charles A. Frost says the train was 
running 25 miles an hour. After the crash he 
crawled out of the second car, in which be had 
been standing, and tore a board off a fence near 
by. With this he shoveled snow into the car 
where 1t had caught fire from the stove. Frost 
Says that the car contained 25 passengers. 


A BIG REPUBLICAN ROW. 


TWO SETS OF DELEGATES ELECTED TO 
THE- REPUBLICAN CONVENTION. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—After yelling and 
Bereaming for six or seven hours In a way that 
would have been funny if it had not been dis- 
graceful the Republicans of this district, repre- 
pented by a convention almost wholly composed 
of colored men, have elected two sets of dele- 
gates to the National Convention at Chicago. 
One of the delegations is for Blaine and one is 
for Sherman. From the beginning to the end of 
the convention, which was held in Willard Hall, 


the rival factions. led by Perry Carson and W. 
Cc. Chase, fought and cursed each other and 
made the piace a pandemopium. 

The trouble began before the convention was 
called to order. The Carson crowd had puta 
doorkeeper on guard with orders to admit only 
persons holding tickets. There was a grand 
yush from the sidewalk wheu this was discov- 
pred, and the doorkeeper was swept out of sight. 
Once inside the hall, the deiegates tothe con- 
vention and the nearly equal number of contest- 
ants were reasonably quiet until nomina- 
tious for Chairman were in order, but from 
that time on confusion reigned supreme. The 
Carson men proposed big George Boston, and 
the anti-Carson men shouted for Frederick 
Dyson. Each was declared elected, each fought 
his way to the platform, and each presided at 
the same time over the same convention. Each 
thumped the same table with canes big enough, 
to use as clubs, and each tried to outshout the 
yelling mob of delegates. The police had to 
clear the platform of the leaders who crowded 
uponit. The moment they retired the row went 
pn,and Committees on Credentials were ap- 
pointed by each Chairman. 

Frederick Douglass obtained a hearing while 
he appealed for order, and immediately after- 
ward the delegates became so unruly that the 
proprietor of the hall called upon the police to 
clear the place. Neither faction would listen to 
appeals from anybody, and finally the police 
drove the delegates ont, leaving the two Chair- 
men glowering at each other on the platform. 
After the hall had been cleared the police an- 
thorities opened the door and admitted the dele- 
gates named by the Chase faction, and then 
those claimed by Carson. A half hour on the 
sidewalk bad cooled the ardor of many of the 
delegates, but they soon warined up again and 
the hall became a bedlam. The Credential Com- 
mittees of each faction reported in favor of its 
own delegates, and the rival Chairmen declared 
the reports adopted. With half a hundred loud- 
voiced men shouting together nobody could tell 
what was going on, but in the midst of the pan- 
demonium Chairman Boston declared that Perry 
Carson and Andrew Gleason had been duly 
elected delegates to the Chicago Convention, 
and Chairman Dyson announced that Judge 
Samuel Sheliabarger and himself were elected 
delegates to Chicago. Alternates were named 
by each crowd and then the exhausted delegates 
left the piace. 

Carson aud Gleason will seek admission to the 
National Convention as Rlaine men. Carson is 
now the district member of the National Com- 
mittee and the keeper of a saloon on Pennsylva- 
nia-avenue. Gleason is the contractor who 
proposed to parade 600 Italians at the demon- 
stration in honor of “ Boss” Shepherd last Fall 
in token of his appreciation of the favors he re- 
ceived when Shepherd was in power.

MAYOR HEWITVS PLAN. 


HINTING AT THE GREAT SCHEME HE 
HAS IN VIEW. 

Mayor Hewitt yesterday said that the ob- 
jections urged by him against the Elm-street 
improvement in his mterview of the preceding 
day were intended to be understood as objec- 
tions tothe planus thus far proposed and the 
manner of carrying them outrather than against 
the improvement in general. The fact was that 
he should recommend in his message a more 
comprehensive and grander scheme of improve- 
ment than any thus far suggested. Such recom- 


mendations as had thus.far been made to him 
by citizens and parties interested contemplated 
the entire or partial payment by the city at 
large for the cost of the improvement. He ad- 
mitted that a number of the owners of prop- 
erty along the proposed thoroughfare had ad- 
vocated the imprevement, and many more citi- 
zens, only distantly or indirectly interested, had 
also joined in the petition. But this did not 
make it cpio f that the immature schemes 
thus farsuggested should be adopted. 

If the improvement were made as comprehen- 
sive and thorough as the future greatness of 
New-York would warrant, the benefits upon 
contiguous property would more than offset the 
expenses of the work. But he did not care to 
elaborate his proposition in a newspaper inter- 
view, else there would be nothing left to say 
about itin his forthcoming message. He, how- 
ever, continued that when Paris determined 
upon laying out the Avenue de l’Opéra, one of 
the finest streets in the world, stretching from 
the Grand Opéra to the Louvre, the municipal- 
ity first acquired, as far as possible by private 
sale, and where the price to be paid could not 
be mutually agreed upon, then by condemnation 
proceedings, all the property necessary for the 
improvement and ali the property contiguous 
upon both sides that it was supposed would 
be benefited and increased in value’ by 
the improvement. This done the _ city 
went ahead and perfected the work of improve- 
ment and subsequently sold thé property pre- 
viously acquired for enough to pay ail the ex- 
pense of the improvement and to leave a good 
suplus in the municipal Treasury. 

Mayor Hewitt left the statement at this, and 
with 1t so broad an inference that it was the 
plan he should propose regarding the Elm- 
street improvement that the reporter asked 
him if the power existed in the city under its 
present charter to pursue that plan regarding 
the proposed Elm-street improvement. 

‘* Unfortunately,” the Mayor replied, “it does 
not. The aid of the Legislature will have to be 
invoked. But the scheme is as feasible for New- 
York as it was for Paris, andit is the only man- 


ner in which the damages to be awarded and - 


benefits to be assessed can be equitably ascer- 
tained and determined. It has never happened 
in the history of condemnation proceedings that 
equal and exact justice has been dcne the 
owners of property in either the matter of bene- 
fits or damages. By the French method there 
need be no mistake in either.” The Mayor 
further said that he did not mean to be under- 
stood as recommending the purchase by the 
city of existing vested franchises. He meant 
that if the city should ever determine to reac- 
quire them, it would reasonably be required to 
pay the owners for the franchise as well as for 
the plant and improvements operated under 
them. But the right of the city to reduce 
them to ownership could never be permanently 
aliened.

8. W. Boocock bought the lot, bidding at once 
for 1,000 more which Schepp supplied along 
with 8,000 morein 1,000 share lots. The scene 
was spirited beyond any witnessed on the Ex- 
change in months. Mr. Schepp said he sold 
“long” stock. Mr. Boocock did not explain 
what his purchase signified. A year and a half 
ago this trade in 9,500 shares of one stock would 
have been rated as comparatively trivial, but 
since the day of C. F. Woerishoffer speculative 
affairs have run on such a picayune scale that 
this was quite sufficient to keep Wall-street talk- 
ing aboutit all day Jong. 


The November statement of the Atchison 
Road came out yesterday officially. It showed 
gross earnings of $1,657,077, a decrease of 
$62,277, with an increased trackage of 560 
miles. The net earnings were $829,782, a de- 
crease of $155,760. For the 11 months ending 
with November the gross earnings increased 
$2,506,034, with 173 more miles of road in op- 
eration, and for the same time net earnings in- 
creased $818,037. 

The St. Paul Road, for the 11 months of last 
year ending with November, had operating ex- 
penses of 61.59 per cent., against 59 per cent. 
for the whole of the year 1886. The net earn- 
ings forthe 11 months were $8,744,436, a de- 
crease of $265,034. 

Three railroads reported earnings yesterday 
for the third week of January. The Milwaukeo, 
Lake Shore and Western earned $30,735, a fall- 


ing off of $405; St. Louis and San Francisco, 
$86,800, a decrease of $2,800, and Wheeling and 
Lake Erie, $15,581, an increase of $3,389. 


Money is plenty enough in Wall-street to per- 
mit the making of large loans on mixed collateral 
for six months at 4 per cent. 


Missouri Pacific certificates in the names of 
Jay Gould's clerks are being delivered in Wall- 
street.

ART RESEARCHES, 


HEF-GETS SNUBBED BY A PHILADEL- 
PHIA JUDGE AND JURY. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 24.—‘‘ Hurry up! 
Pass’em along lively, gentlemen!” said Assist- 
ant District Attorney Ker in the Quarter Ses- 
slons to-day, toa jury who had been handed for 
critical inspection a package of photographs 
purchased by Anthony Comstock of New-York 
from a Philadelphia art firm in November, 1886, 
Frederick Junior, an employe of Janentzky 
& Weber, dealers in artists’ materials at 1,125 
Chestnur-street, had been arraigned before 
Judge Biddle, on the charge “ of exhibiting and 
selling obscene, lewd, and indecent pictures to 
the manifest corruption of the morals of the 
good citizens of this Commonwealth.” Other 
similar charges had been made against Lewis 


Kohn, John Francis, Frederick C. Peiffer, and 
John C. Ripka, all well-known dealers in artiste’ 
supplies. ‘ 

The principal witness against the defendants 
was Comstock, On Nov. 29, 1886, Comstock 
and one of his agents, Joseph A. Britton, came 
over trom New-York to this city, and purchased 
a number of alleged indecent pictures from the 
defendants. The case of Frederick Junior was 
tirst taken up. Mr. Weber of Janentzky & Weber, 
while on the stand, testified that the pictures 
had been imported for art purposes, and that 
they had been approved by the Custom House 
Appraisers. It was witness’s opinion that the 
pictures were necessary for the study of fine 
arts. They were not sold promiscuously to 
every one, and had been kept concealed. Com- 
stock admitted on the stand that the pictures 
were kept in a box in the rear of the store. 

** Have you ever made a study of the profes- 
sion of fine arts ?”’ he was asked. 

*“ What do you mean by that ?” 

“ As a man fond of fine arts, or as an artist or 
an expert.” 

“*T have not.” 

‘“* Have you ever traveled in Europe ?” 

“T have not.” 

At this point the pictures were handed to the 
jury. Lawyer Wireman, in opening for the de- 
fense, contended that it was just as necessary to 
have such pictures as these were for art pur- 
poses asit was to have a dead body to study 
anatomy. Mr. Junior testified that he was 
only an employe of the firm, and he thought the 
pictures were intended for art purposes. 

At this point the Assistant District Attorney 
submitted the bill in the Junior case to the jury 
without asking for a conviction, and Mr. Junior 
was promptly acquitted. In giving testimony in 
the Ripka case Comstock said that when he called 
atthe defendant’s store at 140 South Eighth- 
street a boy in charge told him that the pictures 
could not be purchased in the absence of the 
proprietor. Subsequently Mr. Ripka told him 
that they had to be very careful to whom they 
sold the pictures, as the person fram whom they 
had bought them had been sentenced to three 
years. Witness picked out what he considered 
the worst ones and paid $5 for them. In his de- 
fense Mr. Ripka swore that he first asked Mr. 
Comstock for bis card; that Comstock produced 
some writing on anenvelope, and the goods were 
sold under the belief that they were intended for 
art purposes. 

“This is all the testimony we have,” said Mr. 
Ker. “Lhave had no time to confer with the 
District Attorney on the subject of these cases, 
and therefore what I say Isay on my own indi- 
vidual responsibility, although representing his 
office. I want that distinctly understood. I 
believe that I would be a moral coward if I re- 
fused to do my duty before the court and in the 
eye of the public. I recognize the fact that we 
have a Bible and a God, and my earliest instruc- 
tions were that He made nothing improper 
when he made man in hisown image. I can 
regard what would be called obscene and inde- 
cent pictures, but these that have been brought 
here and offered in evidence I could not recon- 
cileto my mind to be obscene, lewd, or inde- 
cent. They are representations of the highest 
state of art, and the man who cannot recognize 
that fact ought to move out of the city.” 

In his charge to the jury Judge Biddle said it 
was not very easy to define actually what the 
terms ‘“‘lewd and obscene” meant. Nude pict- 
ures were not necessarly lewd orindecent. If 
it were so it would include everything, and it 
would include pictures of the most sacred kind. 
When there was an intention to corrupt the pub- 
lic by the sale of indecent or lewd pictures, 
there ought to be severe punishment, but he did 
not think this was a case of that kind. The 
visit of Mr. Comstock to this city for the pur- 
pose of prosecuting dealers in artists’ supplies 
was criticised by his Honor. 

The bill was then submitted to the jury, and 
Mr. Ripka was promptly acquitted. Similar 
action was taken on all the other bills. The 
New-York vice suppressor was badly shaken up. 
“TI want to say a single word of justification,” 
said he. 

** You do not require @ justification,” said his 
Honor. 

_“* Will you bear with me a moment? I want 
simply to say that I came here at the solicita- 
tion of well-known gentlemen, and acted in their 
behalf in this matter. I submitted these pict- 
ures to the District Attorney. Iam simply here 
in the discharge of a sacred duty, and I have 
tried to do it to the best of my lights.” 

“Perhaps there is a higher standard of virtue 
in New-York than we have in Philadelphia,” re- 
marked Judge Biddle as Comstock withdrew 
and the court adjourned.

CHARLES W. MOULTON’S DEATH. 
Charles W. Moulton, brother-in-law of Gen. 
William T. Sherman anda well-known lawyer 
in the West, died at the Arno, Broadway and 
Twenty-eighth-street, at 3 o’clock yesterday 
morning of apoplexy. He was boru at 
Four Corners, near Cleveland, Ohio, in 


1831. He was educated at Akron and taught 
school for a while. Then he went into the dry 
goods business, and, while clerking, found time 
and means to study law. He served all during 
the war with the Army of the Cumberland as 
Quartermaster, and at its close returned to the 
practice of his profession. He was con- 
nected with the tirm of Moulton, Johnson 
& Levy of Cincinnati. Latterly he had attend- 
ed to the New-York end of the business, and had 
an ottice in the Equitable Building. He had lived 
in New-York nine years. He had always been 
an active worker in the Republican ranks, but 
never aspired to office, although it was offered 
him often. He was a stockholder in the Lin- 
coln Club, Cincinnati, and a member of the Ohio 
Society here. A suit he had on hand for a claim 
of E. F. Hall, Jr., against the Home Insurance 
Company, although it had not yet come to trial, 
bothered him greatly. He leaves a widow, for- 
merly Miss Frances Sherman, three daughters, 
and one son, Sherman Moulton, all married. 

The body was taken yesterday to Glendale, 
Ohio, where funeral services will be held 
Thursday morning. The interment will be at 
Spring Grove Cemetery, Cincinnati. The body 
was accompanied West by Mrs. Moulton, Mr.

SETTING FORTH A PLAN OF 
BALLOT REFORM. 
ALLEN THORNDIKE RICE GIVING YOUNG 
CITIZENS THE BENEFIT OF HIs EX- 
PERIENCE AND THOUGHT. 


The lecture room of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association was well filled last 
evening by members of the literary society 
connected with the institution, who had gathered 
to discuss the question of ‘Ballot Reform.” In 
order to have the subject placed well before 
them they had invited Allen Thorndike Rice to 
address them upon the subject before they ex- 
pressed their own views. Mr. Rice was greeted 
with a welcome by the young men when intro- 
duced by the President, George A. Frifield, and 
they listened to his paper attentively, and re- 
warded him with a cordial vote of thanks when 
he closed. 

Quite early in his address, having spoken gen- 
erally of the interest American citizens should 
take in ballot reform, Mr. Rice passed to con- 
crete illustration and related his own experience 
as a Congressional candidate in 1886. At the 
historic conference at which the three statesmen 
who waited on him to undertake the “ practical 


management” of his canvass, informed him that 
his election was only a question of dollars and 
cents, he suggested in reply that the proposition 
looked like bribery. No, he was informed, it was 
not bribery, but hiring men by the day. Then 
into the young candidate’s ears this explana- 
tion was poured: “* Out of every 200 or 300 
voters in an election district there are so many 
straight Republicans and so many straight bem- 
ocrats. These men would vote for Beelzebub 
himself, if put up by the party. But there re- 
mains a vote which we call the _ floating 
vote. This vote can be infiuenced. We hire 
such voters at $5 a head as ‘‘workers.” Early in 
the morning we march them up to the boxes 
and see their vote cast for our man. They are 
paidin advance for their Gay’s work, and after 
that we seldom see them any more. They gen- 
erally turn up at the police station next morn- 
ing.’ 

** My refusal to come to terms with these gen- 
tlemen had as its sequel.” continued Mr. Rice, 
“my defeat by a narrow majority. A long 
trial, which some of you may remember, fol- 
lowed, which resulted in the conviction of the 
man who had betrayed his party, and on my 
part is the conviction that the present methods 
are not only a disgrace, but a menace, to popu- 
lar government.” 

The speaker explained the system of lodging- 
house colonization, whereby 8 per cent. of the 
city vote is controiled by methods more or less 
dishonest, and said that in many parts of the 
city bribery was practiced openly. Instances at 
the recent election were cited to show how 
De Lancey Nicoll was sold out in nearly every 
district. Passing then to a general view of the 
subject, Mr. Rice said: 

“Any project of ballot reform will be imperfect 
unless it covers two strategic points. First, the 
candidate’s money must cease to be an essential 
factor; secondly, absolute secrecy of the ballot 
must be insured. These should be our two goals 
if we propose to reach any reform atall. As 
long as candidates are required to furnish money 
to defray the expenses of elections just so long 
will there be corruption and systematic opposi- 
tion to the popular will, just so long may we ex- 
pect that the boss, the briber, and the heeler 
will continus to flourish and to falsify the rec- 
ord. One of the most striking defects in our 
election laws lies in the fact that they assume 
the existence of organizations to print and dis- 
tribute tickets, to watch the polls, and to exe- 
cute almost every important provision of 
the election laws, fur while these laws 
regulate the manner of voting and _ the 
style of tickets they make no provis- 
ion for their printing and distribution. 
In metropolitan districts these expenses are 60 
excessive that no poor man, had he the talents of 
a Webster, may expectelection to any hich office 
in the gift of the people without mortgaging his 
official action in advance to the persons, com- 

anies, or organizations that defray his expenses. 

his fact alone would in time tend to destroy 
a Republican Government and to substitute the 
rule of commercial! oligarchies and’ political con- 
spiracies for the rule of the people. Nothing 
could be a greater farce than the present s8o0- 
called secrecy of the ballot in our State. The 
system of votingin the British Islands, I regret 
asan American to confess, protects the voter 
«better than our present system. What England 
has done from expediency under a monarchy 
America should do on principle under a 
Democracy. 

“Until the poor man can vote as he desires to 
vote, without the slightest possibility of detec- 
tion, he will be subject to the possible influence 
of his employer, his landlord, or his creditor, or 
of some organization, the policy of which is 
often dictated by corrupt cliques or factions. 
Until every American votes without fear, until 
we have abolished an electoral system so fertile 
of political evils and of low iniquities, democ- 
racy will be only a system of popular govern- 
ment, tempered by special interestand organ- 
izations, and so long shall we have but the mere 
semblance of representation. The cure for 
every evil wrought by unwise legislation is 
found in’ the pes gem | power of enlightened 
public opinion. Yo other remedy will prove 
effective, and without it all other remedies must 
fail. But the secrecy of the ballot must be sup- 
plemented by making the legitimate expenses of 
election a public charge. At present these ex- 
penses are borne by candidates or their friends. 
All such expenses should be a public charge, and 
then every man, rich or poor, would stard onan 
equality when soliciting.ihe suffrages of his fel- 
low-citizens. 

“T regard ballot reform as the most important 
of all political issues now before the American 
people, because, until we secure absolute secre- 
cy of voting, we cannot secure absolute honesty 
of voting, and until we take money out of poli- 
tics we cannot secure candidates who will truly 
represent the voters, and until such candidates 
are secured, how, let me ask, May we ever ex- 
pect to see in our legislative halls any true re- 
flection of the national will on such great ana 
grave questions as free trade or protection, 
direct or indirect taxation, or, in fact, on any of 
the vital issuss that divide public opinion and 
demand legislative solution? This is not a par- 
tisan question. The need of ballot reform is 
recognized by patriots in all parties. It 1s 
opposed only by corrupt practical politicians. 

“The ballot is powerless to protect institu- 
tions unless the people protect the ballot. The 
abounding corruption which permeates our pres- 
ent electoral system is an anomaly which calls 
for courageous and concerted action. Already 
we have strong partisans of sucha reform among 
leaders of both parties. The metropolitan press 
favors it, reflecting intelligent public opinion. 
We must content ourselves with the attainment 
of an absolutely secret ballot and the conduct of 
elections at public expense. Other reforms 
less urgent than this should be put aside 
until this is accomplished, and proper con- 
centration of public pressure upon members of 
the Legislature would soon effect it, for already 
many of them haveindicated sympathy with the 
purpose in viedie I believe the time has come 
for the test of belief by action. It remains with 
the Legislature and the Governor to say whether 
this great State is to keep pace with the age by 
legisiatiug in the interest of representative gov- 
ernment or whether the liberties of the people 
are to be sacrificed to an organized system of 
chartered corruption.” 

Mr. Rice was compelled to hurry away to take 
a train, and expressed his regret that he could 
not remain and listen to the general discussion 
be the subject and ascertain what the young 
citizens might suggest. He left with them a 
copy of the new bill before the Legislature in 
regard tothe subject, whieh was a by 
Elihu Root, Robert Ray Hamilton, and himself. 
The bill was read to the audience by the Secre- 
tary, and then several of the members of the so- 
ciety spoke on the,guestion. 

Harrison Downs thought the bill would make 
election methods too complicated. Illiterate 
men placed inaroom by themselves to choose 
and make up their ballots would become mud- 
died with all the various tickets. A complicated 
system would drive away voters. Another 
speaker believed that election reform must com- 
mence with individual reform. He was a Pro- 
hibitionist. 

Alderman Alfrea R. Conkling of the Seventh 
District came in and spoke a few words in favor 
of the bill proposed by the Commonwealth Club, 
in which it 1s provided that all names to be 
voted for a certain office be placed on the 
same ballot, and the names tobe scratched off 
by the voter by ers the person whom he wishes 
elected. Mr. Conkling believed such a measure, 
securing secret balloting, would break up brib- 


ery. 

Jasper P. Goodwin pleaded for open ballt- 
ting. The open ballot, he said, had always been 
the straight one and it was the secret one that 
was crooked. His idea was to print the party 
names on distinctive colored paper, so that 
everybody would know what ticket was being 
voted. Hethought the State or cotinty should 
print the ballots, however. The genera! opinion 
of the speakers was that a ballot reform was 
necessary and something should be done to ac- 
complish this at once.

EFFORTS TO BOLSTER UP ITS CREDIT 
ON THE ISTHMUS. 

PANAMA, Jan. 16.—The rainy season is 
now considered pretty well over, and great joy 
prevails in consequence, for hopes are widely 
entertained that work will now be resumed in 
the line of the canal generally. The season just 
past cannot, however, serve to explain away 
the inactivity of the canal company, for it was 
very mild—the mildest within the memory of 
the “oldest nhabitant”—and did not to any ex- 
tent interfere with the work. It is difficult to 
see on what grounds hopes of a general re- 


sumption of work can now be entertained, for 
even was a disposition to rush things shown by 
the company the ineans are lacking. 

The world knows that the present available 
funds of the company is very limited, and that 
it is sorely troubled how to raise more. But, 
say the sanguine ones, there is light ahead; the 
company is not really embarrassed; the Crédit 
Foncier has agreed to keep them in cash until 
they raise their loans. So it has been tele- 
graphed to the Star and Herald. But the too 
sanguine had better await the fuller details that 
the telegraph did not give. It may bethat there 
are annoying clauses and conditions; there 
always are in these thing. It may be that the 
Crédit Foncier is influenced in this matter 
by the spirit of profit, and will make its arrange- 
ments accordingly. Taken all in all, the pros- 
pects of a general resumption along the line, 
such as is expected, are far from bright at pres- 
ent, The whole isthmus is fully convinced that 
inshrmountabhle difficulties beset the path of the 
canal company at every turn. They know this 
because they know that the company’s en- 
gineers are still sorely puzzled over some 
of the original problems, and knowing that 
of those which have puzzled them in thé 
past, many—to adopt the phraseology of the 
ring—have completely “knocked them out,” 
they not illogically conclude that others will 
also yet do so and consequently the march of 
the canal will be greatly hindered and retarded. 
Year in, year out they see no progress, and the 
progress on acanal ought to be visible from 
year to year, even from month to month. 
They therefore cannot but acknowledge to 
themselves that at this rate Colombia will never 
see the canal cut. 

The compahy has added another to its list of 
contractors—the firm of Messrs. Erzinger, 
Dephilux, Galtier & Co.—to whom it has in- 
trusted the construction of the locks lately de- 
cided upon. The Pacific Mail steamer Newport 
brought the contractors to the isthmus 
from New-York on the 28th ult., and it appears 
that they have begun their work in good ear- 
nest. They have already been to the spots 
where they will have to build their locks and 
have begun operations. De Lesseps objected 
long and obstinately against the lock system, 
and now that it has been adopted the frienas of 
the canal are using it as an argumént to help 
the company’s affairs. 

The mortality report of this city for the 
month just passed has been publisned in the 
Gaecla Ofiieal. According toit 157 males ana 
38 females died in this city during that pe- 
riod. The public health 1s tolerably good. Small- 
pox has, however, not disappeared yet from the 
isthmus,

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ANSWERING WITH A BLOW 


BROKER HUNTERS REPLY TO 
TEE EPITHET OF LIAR. 
THE RUMORS AND CHARGES WHICE LED 
TO A BLOODLESS ENCOUNTER ON AN 

ELEVATED ROAD PLATFORM. 

Arthur M. Hunter is a stock broker who 
does not weigh 100 pounds. 8S. Morris Pryor is 
a stock broker who weighs twice as much. 
Arthur Hunter is a member of the Stock Ex- 
change and a pet of Wall-street. He is a light- 
weight athlete, a rider to the hounds, and known 
in all the fashionable sporting circles asa “ gen- 
tleman jockey” almost withouta peer. Dashing 
to very recklessness and skillful to the last 
degree, he has a long time been one of the heroes 
foremost in high fashion’s turf circles. 8. Morris 
Pryor has not any athletic record, but he is a 
well-built and sturdy representative of the 
brokerage brawn that is noted on the Consoli- 
dated Stock-.and Petroleum Exchange. Mr. 
Pryor has some fame, moreover, as the personal 
friend of James G. Biaine and the chosen in- 
structor of James G. Blaine, Jr., in Wall-street 
ways. 

So much for bicgraphy as Mr. Hunter and Mr. 
Pryor have cultivated in days past of peace and 
quietness; but just nowcomes a little addendum 
to the tale of their hitherto harmonious careers. 
Mr. Pryor and Mr. Hunter have been friends 
hitherto; they have met socially, and fraternal 
pleasures have added to the good-will grown 
from business relations, Suddenly in blow the 
cold blasts of disagreement and dispute—down- 
right pugilism, indeed. Broker Arthur Hunter 
meets Broker 8. Morris Pryor on the elevated 
railway station platform at Rector-street and 
there, in the presence of amazed fellow-habitues 
of Wall-street, the twain fall into something 
much akin to a slugging match. 

There was nothipg but amiability about the 
manner in which the gentlemen approached one 
another at first. They were both through busi- 
ness forthe day, and when Broker Pryor said to 
Broker Hunter: ‘Arthur, I want to speak with 
you a moment,” Broker Hunter stepped aside 
from the crowd and, leaning against the rails of 
the railway platform, awaited at the other’s 
service. 

*‘You’ve been talking aboutme!” quoth Broker 
Pryor pointedly. 

‘What?’ demanded Broker Hunter. 

“You’ve been saying,” pursued Broker Pryor, 
“that I told you that [could have business done 
on the Stock Exchange for less than the regular 
commission rate.” 

**So you did,” ejaculates Broker Hunter. 

“You've said that I declared that Maurice, 
Bishep & Howland were splitting commissions 
With me.” 

**So you did.” 

“You lie!” said Broker Pryor in a spirited 
tone. 

Broker Hunter did not offer a retort. His 
answer wasa blow. He doubled up his fist and 
struck ont as pluckily as though. instead of 100 
pounds, he weighed aton. His knuckles barely 
grazed the cheek of bigger Broker Pryor. The 
elevated railway piatform’s jam of brokers be- 
eame suddenly alive and agitated. Little 
Broker Hunter stood ready to pursue his venge- 
ance, but some tender-hearted Wall-street on- 
looker stepped between the brave cavaliers, 
and the battle came thus suddenly to an end, 
with never one drop of blood spilled nor 
mapegied broker to remove. 

It did not take long, however, for the tale of 
what might have been a sanguinary conflict to 
spread, and yesterday afternoon and last night 
all Wali-street was enjoying chronicles, more 
or less fiery and elaborate, of the intrepid 
onslaughts of Arthur Bunter and the brave de- 
fense made by S. Morris Pryor. Never before 
have the Stock Exchange and its rival, the Con- 
solidated Exchange, met at such close quarters 
bent on such fearful sacrifices. 

To-day the Stock Exchange Governing Com- 
mittee will have the matter before it in a more 
or less direct way. E..A. Mauriac of the Stock 
Exchange house of Mauriac, Bishop & Howland 
has demanded an ofticialinvestigation of charges 
that have been circulated about him and his 
tirm—the charges that led to the elevated rail- 
way platform’s incipient combat. The Stock 
Exchange bas a rule, whichit professes to guard 
more jealously than all the rest of its rules 
together, fixing the rate of commission which a 
broker must charge for executing a buying or 
selling order at one-eighth of 1 per cent., 
er $12 50 on 100 shares. It is held 
to be the rankest treason to break this 
rule or evade it. ‘Splitting commissions” is 
a erime punishable with expulsion from 
the Stock Exchange and the forfeiture of the 
twenty-thousand-dollar membership. In dull 
times, such as exist at present, there are always 
whispers around pointing toward successful 
firms as possible or probable breakers of the 
commission law, for envious eyes are not all 
outside of Wall-street. And it came about a few 
days ago that whispered innuendoes began to cir- 
culate against the house of Mauriac, Bishop & 
Howland. Broker Arthur Hunter was given 
as authority for the assertion that an outside 
broker had declared that Mauriac, Bishop & 
Howland would split commissions. The outside 
broker proved, according to Broker Hunter, to 
beS. Morris Pryor of the Consolidated Exchange. 

As the story went, Broker Hunter averred 
that Broker Pryor had approached him with a 
proposal to do business on the Stock Exchange 
for one-sixteenth of 1 per cent., or $6 25 
per 100 shares. Mr. Hunter declared that 
he promptly spurned the offer, where- 
upon Mr. Pryor asserted that he was able 
to make the splitting arrangement with 
Mauriac, Bishop & Howlana. The story on its 
rounds came to Mr. Mauriac, who has been a 
member of the Exchange for close upon 20 
years, and has always ranked high. He called 
upon Stock Exchange officers at once, demanded 
an investigation, and gave notice of this demand 
to both Broker Pryor and Broker Hunter. Thus 
it came about that these latter gentlemen met 
and sparred at one another at the Rector-street 
elevated station. 

Broker Pryor and his partner have assured 
Mr. Mauriac (and they reiterated this yester- 
day toa TIMES reporter) that the story told by 
Broker Hunter is an invention through and 
through, and they offer to appear before the 
Stock Exchange Governors and testify unre- 
servedly to this effect. Broker Hunter, however, 
does not back down. He is just as brave in his 
assertions as he was with his fists when he 
aimed and plugged away at Broker Pryor’s coun- 
tenance in resentment at the epithet that ques- 
tioned his veracity. Mr. Hunter’s firm consists 
of himself and E. D. Hunter—Hunter Brothers, 
68 Broadway, Broker Pryor’s office being just 
over the Way.

DROPPED DEAD IN THRE POST OFFICE. 

Prof. Nathan Sheppard of 1382 Madison- 
avenue, Saratoga Springs, N. Y., dropped dead 
in the Chief Clerk’s room of the Record Depart- 
ment of the Post Office Building at 4 P. M. yes- 
terday. He had come to intercept a check he 
had sent by mail. An hour before he had got 
an advertisement from Eisner & Mendelsohn 
of 6 Barclay-street, agents for the Carlsbad 
water, for his book “ Saratoga Chips and Carls- 
bad Wafers,” asecond edition of which he was 
about to bringout. He had the electrotypes 
for the advertisement in his pocket. He was 
about 65 years of age and the cause of his 
death was probably heart disease or apoplexy. 
In 1871-2 he was a lecturer at St. Andrew’s 
University and for the Edinburgh Philosophieal 
Society, and in 1881 a lecturer on English litera- 
ture at Chautauqua. He was the author of 
several books—‘“ Shut up in Paris,” ‘* The 
Diekens Reader,” ‘*The Will Before an Audi- 
ence,” all published by Funk & Wagnalls. He 
was originally a Baptist minister, but for the 
last 10 or 12 years had devoted his attention to 
lecturing and literary pursuits.

THEY STAND BY STIMSON. 


PUPILS DECLARE THEIR INTENTION OF 
FOLLOWING THEIR OLD MASTER. 

Mr. Tuckerman of the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum Art Schovls has assumed the functions 
lately discharged by John Ward Stimson, who 
has been dismissed by the committee on account 
of his conduct toward and his correspondence 
with Robert Hoe, the Chairman of the commit- 
tee. Mr. Tuckerman begged a TIMES reporter 
who called at the schools yesterday to suffer 
him to rest in peace. “Please make a note of 
the fact,” said he, “that I have nothing what- 
ever tosay about the troublein theschool. [ 
must refer you to the committee, Sir.” 

The pupils, who were found engaged in de- 
veloping things of beauty into joys forever, 
were not so reticent. The young ladies espe- 
cially were outspoken in their denunciations of 
the conduct of Mr. Hoe. “Why, yesterday,” 
said they, ‘‘ he camein here with a warm over- 
ecoaton. We were all shivering with the cold. 


He walked around fora few moments protest- 
ing that it was very comfortable.””’ The ladies 
asserted that on one occasion the mercury was 
so depressed in the reoms that a cloth which had 
been placed around a figure which one of the 
students was modeling in clay froze stiftto its 
outlines and hai to becut away. “Ofcourse 
the model was spoiled,” chorused the ladies. 

Without a dissenting voice the studends pro- 
claimed their intention of standing by Mr. Stim- 
son. If the full board at its meeting to-day will 
not comply with the demand of their petition 
and reinstate their favorite they say that they 
willleave the schooi and follow Mr. Stimson 
whithersoever he may lead. Many of the stu- 
dents have been urging Mr. Stimson to starta 
school of his own, and these pledge him their 
support if he will do so. 

On inquiry of Mr. Stimson what his plans for 
the future would be in case the Trustees refused 
to reconsider the action of the sub-committee 
he said that at to-day’s meeting of the board he 
would present his *‘ full statement and personal 
appeal to the wiser and calmer minds of the 
Museum General Board fora fair consideration of 
the case.” If they refuse him the justice to 
which he thinks he is entitled Mr. Stimson says 
he will immediately start a school of his own, 
into whicha number of the present pupils of 
the Metropolitan Museum Art Schools will fol- 
low him. 

Among the resolutions passed at the pupils’ 
meeting two days ago was one which requested 
Henry G. Marquand of the Board of Trustees to 
present their petition at the full meeting of the 
board, There was another resolution request- 
ing Roscoe Conkling to appear and negotiate 
with Mr. Marquand. Mr. Conkling was not at 
his law oitice yesterday, and no one of his clerks 
seemed toknow whether he had been approached 
in the matter of the art schouis. 

Henry G. Marquand said to a TIMES reporter: 
* [saw in this morning’s TIMES that my name 
had been lugged into this matter, and that was 
the first intimation I had received of the exist- 
ence of the trouble or of my connection with it. 
I think the school a good. enterprise, aud it is 
true that [ have given some money to it; but I 
have never had any hand or say in its manage- 
ment. That was intrusted to a committee of 
competent and capable gentlemen. You may 
say that I should not think of interfering with 
the action of the sub-committee in any manner 
whatsoever. It would be preposterous in me to 
doso. Yes; I haveseen that Mr. Conkling is tobe 
requested to wait upon we, butI cannotsee what 
good that willdo. I donot know Mr. Conkling 
save by reputation, and if I did know him he 
could not persuade me to interfere in a quarrel 
or difficulty that is absolutely none of my busi- 
ness. Besides, I know literally nothing about 
the difficulty. I have enough to do to attend to 
my own businessin the Museum as a member 
of the Committee of Supplies. Mr. Stimson, J 
believe, is a deserving man. Everything would 
have worked properly if we had had tne schools 
up at the Museum instead of in hired quarters. 
That’s where they ought to be and will be some 
day. Whatis wanted is plenty of room and ap- 
propriate arrangements for the prosecution of 
art studies. Then all will go well.” 


NO EPIDEMIO IS FEARED. 


THE SMALLPOX OUTBREAK IN BROOK- 
LYN SAID TO BE UNDER CONTROL, 


Spurred by reports in the local newspa- 
pers and by the widespread uneasiness thereby 
created the Grand Jury of Kings County yes- 
terday made official inquiry in regard to the 
condition of smalipox in Brooklyn. Dr. Otter- 
son, the Health Commissioner, and members of 
the sanitary staff were questioned, and imparted 
their opinions freely. They said that there was 
no reason to expect an epidemic, that the num- 
ber of cases reported since Wednesday last, when 
the last outbreak began, was 38, and they 
did not believe that there were a half dozen 
more cases in the city. While not im- 


parting directly what occurred in the Grand 
Jury room, the Commissioner and his associates 
spoke after the session upon lines that had evi- 
dently been followed in the inquiry. They said 
that In previous years Brooklyn had been afilict- 
ed much worse than now, but there was no 
alarm because the newspapers did not try to ex- 
cite it. Dr. Otterson said that the publication 
of names and addresses in the papers nad excit- 
ed and alarmed every section from which & 
patient had been taken ana had done great in- 
jury. Ordinary prudence in the matter of publi- 
vation would have saved much trouble. 

Inquiry among physicians in Brooklyn does 
not indicate alarm on their part. The pumber 
of cases is not regarded as extraordinary for this 
season, and it is believed that the health author- 
ities are availing themselves of every known 
means and appiiance for stamping out the dis- 
ease, The fact that the disease appeared last 
Wednesday in several parts of the city is not felt 
now to be a cause for undtte appretension. 
Nearly every case came from a lodging house, 
and showed thatin the ordinary course of mov- 
ing about lodgers carried the disease with 
them. In every case fumigation was exten- 
sively employed. The authorities do not pose 
as prophets in regard to the course of the 
disease during this season, but they believe that 
they have kept the contagion in check, that they 
have assumed control of every case in the city, 
and they cannot see why they should not beeome 
masters of the situation. 

Their regulations are good, and it is believed 
that they are generally heeded. Thus, although 
they do not enjoy the wide powers which the 
Legislature granted to the bvard in this city, 
the authorities say that they think the rules and 
the method of their operation will restrain the 
spread of the disease.

POLICEMAN ODEA’S TRIAL. 

The trial of Policeman F. M. O’Dea for the 
killing of Edgar Smith on Nov. 6 last was con- 
tinued yesterday in the Supreme Court, Brook- 
lyn. There were half adozen witnesses for the 
prosecution who swore that they saw O’Dea 
strike Smith, although the latter made no at- 
tempt toassault the officer or to resist arrest. 
Mrs. Mary Squires, who lives on St. John’s- 
place, within 50 feet of where the fight occurred, 
said that O’Dea and another officer, Meehan, 


were standing on the corner talking to two girls 
when Smith and his companion, Connelly, passed 
them. Smith — to one of the girls, and the 
girls called back something at him. Smith and 
Connelly stopped about 100 feet away while the 
officers walked in an opposite direction with the 
girls. After a lapse of three minutes O’Dea 
and Meehan returned, and ruuning up to 
Smith and Connelly began to swear at 
them. Meehan hit Connelly. but did not 
seem to hurt him. O’Dea struck Smith a terrific 
blow in the face, knocking him off the sidewalk 
and out into the street as far as the car track, 
He fell on his head and lay very still. O’Dea 
dragged his victim across the street, and after 
beating the soles of his shoes with a ciub 
signaled for an ambulance and had him taken to 
the hospital. He died there in four hours. 
O’Dea will testify to-day. His statement before 
the Coroner was read yesterday as part of the 
evidence for the prosecution. Init he admitted 
striking Smith, and said proudly, “I hit him 
right from the shoulder for all I was worth.” He 
also confessed that he had had no fear of any 
violence from Smith, who was almost helplessly 
drunk, and said, “I could have cared for two 
like him with one hand,” O’Dea has been on 
the force since December, 1886.

DOCK DEPARTMENT EXPENDITURES. 
Tothe Editor of the New-York Times: 

Mayor Hewitt is sound when he says that the 
Department of Docks, like every other department 
of the Municipal Government, should submit its es- 
timates to the Board of Apportionment, During my 
connection with that department, and at a public 
meeting held at the Mayor’s office in February, 
1877, I used the following language: “The law un- 


der which the Dock Department acquires its money 
is unsound; the bonded debt of the city should not 
be increased on this account except for the acqnisi- 
tion of private wharf property from which the city 
would derive a greater revenue than the amount of 
interest on the bonds so issued.” 

The work of the department should be carried on 
after the close of the year from the proceeds of the 
taxlevy. This suggestion has siumbered for 11 
years, and simply for the reason, as I suppose, that 
the department finds it very comfortable to goon 
expending money without, as the Mayor says, “any 
supervisory jurisdiction.” This should no longer be 
tolerated; itis, I think, an unsafe and absurd sys- 
tem, and should be got rid of. S. H. WALES.

AN OLD MAN'S LAST DAYS 


WHAT GRANDFATHER PAINE 
WAS IN, HIS DOJAGHE. 

A BODY SERVANT’S STORY OF WHAT 
TOOK PLACE THROUGH THE INFLU- 
ENCE OF HIS NIECES, 

A colored man with a soft voice and 
pleasant face riveted attention in Judge Law- 
rence’s part of the Supreme Court yesterday 
as a witness in the Paine-Dunn suits, which were 
called for trial Monday. He impressed the 
jurors and lawyers, interested and disinterested, 
as aremarkably good witness. He was the per- 
sonal attendant and nurse of Grandfather Paine 


for several years and becaimne greatly attached 
to him. 

These suits on trial, conducted by L. Laflin 
Kellogg and Arthur H. Smith for young William 
Paine, are brought to have certain transfers, 
which were made by his grandfather to his sec- 
ond wife and her two nieces, the Misses Dunn, 
in 1882 and 1885, set aside on the ground that 
the old gentleman was in his second childhood 
and unduly influenced. The family is well 
Known in fashionable circles, and the sessions of 
the court are largely attended by residents 


of the brownstone-front district. Almon 
Goodwin of the firm of Vanderpoel. Green 
& Cuming is defending the estate and 
Henry F. Holines is the legal shield 
of the maidenly sisters. Half a dozen ladies 
were in court all day yesterday, and nobody 
displayed a deeper interest in the proceedings 
or was quicker to discover the strong points 
brought out than they. The atmosphere, how- 
ever, between the contestants was at all times 
on the zero line. The ladies busied themselves 
in giving points to the lawyers and in smiling 
upon the jurors. Mrs. Virginia M. Paime, mother 
of the plaintiff and sister of D. D. Withers of 
Monmouth Park, was conspicuous in the front 
row of. spectators. 

The plaintitf was on the witness stand again 
yesterday long enough to show a letter written 
by Grandfather Paine to his friend John Phalen, 
in Paris, in 1877, which indicated that the estate 
was to go to the grandscn. No mention was 
made of the Misses Dunn. 

Mrs. Virginia Paine, whose interest in the 
estate, itis alleged, was curtailed by the con- 
duct of those who controlled the old man in his 
dotage, testitied that she was always on friendly 

elations with him. She exhibited some letters 

y the Misses Dunn purporting to show the part 
they were playing. The other side ridiculed the 
construction put upon tbe letters. 

Theodore E. Carter is the name of the colored 
witness who told some curious stories about the 
life of the childish old man. His direct exami- 
nation was very short compared to the cross- 
examination by Mr. Goodwin, and it became 

uite common for the jurors to quiz the witness. 
The body servant did not hesitate to state that 
the old man was as helpiess as aninfant. He 
had to be washed, dressed, and fed and giveu 
naps mornings and afternoons. He was fed on 
oOalmeal gruel, wearing a bib. The old gentleman 
was in the habit of smoking, and always wore a 
woolen bib to protect bis clothes. He had to be 
closely watched, because he would unconsciously 
set fire to the protector. 

Carter said the old man refused to sign deeds 
for the property in Sixtieth-street. They were 
in his desk unsigned when the witness went out 
of the house, and during his absence the old 
man’s signature had been secured. Mr. Paine’s 
eyesight was very defective and he often con- 
founded persons. It was impossible for him to 
read, and he could only write with painful dit- 
ticulty. Sometimes he mistook his wife for his 
niece and his niece for his wife. So far 
as Carter could judge there was a 
gradual decay of Mr. Paine’s physical pow- 
ers from 1880 to 1885. Carter often took 
his charge to social gatherings; but invariably 
was obliged to retire before the festivities were 
over. The old man took little interest in any 
passing event and was very slow of compreben- 
sion. Carter never left the old man alone with- 
out warning somebody. He took Mr. Paine 
down town one day, and was obliged to almost 
earry him up the elevated railroad steps to the 
station. They visited an insurance office where 
the old man formerly did business, and those 
who knew him treated him as if he were a child. 

Ten days before Mr. Paine’s death Mrs. Vir- 
ginia Paine called at the house and was refused 
admission under orders fromthe Misses Dunn. 
Before that she called’ atthe house tosee Mr. 
Paine as often as three times a week. Sometimes 
the lady was told that the old man was asleep, 
which was not the case. His last illness was of 
13 days’ duration, and he had delirious spells, 
The grandson was summoned too late to see Mr. 
Paine before he died. On two occasions, once 
two days before death, Carter held the old man 
up in bed in the presence of the nieces and 
Agent Sears while he was made to sign 
notes and checks. Some ofthe checks were 
blank. Once Mr. Paine wrote his tirst name 
twice, and the paper was torn up. Dr. Thomp- 
son wasin the house at the time, and assented 
to the proceeding. .The pen bad to be placed in 
his hand and ateadied. Miss Caroline took 
charge of the checks after they were signed. 
Carter never heard her speak affectionately of 
the plaintiff or bis mother. Carter said he had 
been employed by Harrison Durkee, Robert 
Center, Judge Andrews, Drs. Barker and Ander- 
ton. The case will be resumed to-day.

THE STATEN ISLAND FERRIES, 

The Staten Island Ferry, operated by the 
Staten Island Rapid Transit Company, has been 
investigated by the Commissioners of Accounts. 
They report that the ferry is operated under two 
leases—one for the east shore line at 5 per cent. 
of the gross receipts for ferriage and $5,000 a 


year for the first five and $10,000 a year for the 
remaining five years, and the other for the Bay 
Ridge and north shore lines, for which the lessees 
agreed to pay the city 144 per cent. of the gross 
receipts and $10,000 a year forthe pier and 
bulkhead. By the terms of the leases the lessee 
is bound to run at least one boat over each line 
and to make at least one round trip each day. 
The east shore 5 per cent. lease was first ac: 
quired and then to prevent competition by John 
H. Starin the lessee bid the higher percentage of 
1414 per cent. and secured the franchise, and 
then suspended the ferry except as to the 
single trip necessary to retain the franchise. 
Accordingly the gross income, upon which 
the 14% per cent. to the city is com- 
puted, fell off from $198,208 98 in 1885 to 
$7,564 in 1887. The total amount paid into the 
City Treasury from ali the routes under both 
leases from May 1, 1883, to Jan. 1, 1888, was 
$153,579 32. The receipts of the east shore line 
increased from $165,545 07 in 1883 to $360,- 
256 91 in 1887. 

The Commissioners found some few discrep- 
ancies in the company’s books, and that there 
was due thecity about $3,000. The service is 
good and the boats are safe, but the ferry house 
isa ramshackle old shed, unsightly, inconven- 
lent, auG a disgrace to the city.

E. T. Conneff, who beat E. C. Carter at 
two and four miles, will take part in the meet- 
ing. In the 660 yards’ race G. Y. Gilbert of the 
New-York Athletic Club and P. D. Skillman of 
the Manhattan Athletic Club, will meet. In the 
250 yards’ and 440 yards’ races the Manhattan 
will be represented by A. F. Copeland, the New- 
York by W. C. White. In all, more than 400 
athletes have entered for the 10 contests of the 
meeting, which will inciude, besides those 
already mentioned, 60 vards’ run, tug of war, 
one and ahalf mile bicycle, 440 yards’ hurdle, 
two-mile run, two-mile walk, and 220 yards’ run.

THE LAST HONORS PAID TO THE SO- 
CIALISTIC EDITOR. ’ 

A flag floated at half mast over the Brook- 
lyn Labor Lyceum, Myrtle-street, near Myrtle- 
avenue, yesterday, and a large crowd was gath- 
ered about the building. A long procession, 
bearing furled flags draped with crape, made its 
appearance on its way down Myrtle-avenue, fol- 
lowed by 2 hearse and carriages, and drew up at 
the Lyceum. The hearse bore the body of Dr. 
Adolf Douai, the editor of the scientific depart- 
ment of the Volkszeitung. It had been escorted 
from his residence, 877 Broadway, Brooklyn, to 
the Labor Lyceum by various deputations from 
labor organizations from New-York, Newark, 
Philadelphia, and New-Haven, by many mem- 
bers of the German Press Club, and by members 
of the Turner Society of Brooklyn. 

On arriving at the Lyceum the casket, which 
was of cedar covered with black cloth, was 
placed upon adraped pilatfurm immediately in 
front of the stage. The large auditorium, to- 
gether with the spacious galleries, were filled. 
As the coffin was borne into the auditorium and 
placed upon the platform, the band at one side 
of the stage played one of Beethoven's funeral 
marches, and the immediate friends and reila- 
tives who followed behind, formed, with the 
delegates from the labor organizations, a hollow 
square about the casket. Upon the stage, which 
was set to a parlor scene, were seated the Ger- 
moan singing society, Lasalle’s Maennerchor and 
Socialistic Liedertafel. Both the stage and the 
galleries were hung with large decorative fes- 
toons draped with crape. The services were 
opened by appropriate funeral music, which was 
followed with hymns sung by the German sing- 
ing schools. Alexander Jonas, the managing 
editor of the Volks Zeitung, made a long and im- 
pressive address 1n which he sketched, in Ger- 
man, the work done by Dr. Douai, and his tireless 
enthusiasm in the cause of Socialism and eman- 
cipation. 

Prof. Felix Adler followed with an address, 
also in German, in which he expressed his per- 
sonal disfavor of Socialism in itself, but praised 
the work of Dr. Douai as being that of a true 
enthusiast, whose sole aita was the bettering of 
all mankind. He had rejected many opportuni- 
ties for making money, preferring to adhere to 
his principles; he was aman of education and 
was the father of the kindergarten system in 
America, having founded the first school over 
30 years ago. The ciosing address was made by 
Herman Walther, who spoke on behalf of the 
National Executive Committee of the Socialistic 
Labor Party of North Awerica. 

Among tkose present were John Most, S. E. 
Snevitch, Justus H. Schwab, John Heinrichs, 
Col. Richard H. Hinton, Matthew Maguire. Max 
Hoffman, Theodore F. Conrad, W. L. Rosenberg, 
R. R. Collenburg, and Julius Godchiid. After 
the ceremonies at the Labor Lyceum were over, 
the body was escorted by the various organiza- 
tions in procession to the Evergreens Cemetery, 
where the casket was placed in the receiving 
vault to await the decision of the family as to 
whether the body will be interred or cremated. 


FINE FIELD FOR SPECULATION. 


CURIOUS SUIT BY A CARRIER AGAINST 
A SHIPPER. 


' 

A suit of an unusual character has been 
brought against the drug firm of McKesson & 
Robbins by the Ward Steamship Company. The 
Ward Line of steamers run between this port 
and Cuba. McKesson & Robpins do a consider- 
able trade with Cuba. Some time ago, accord- 
ing to the information of THE Trmés, one of the 
Ward Line of steamers carried some goods 
shipped by McKesson & Robbins. After land- 
ing the goods in Cuba, the steamship found 
itself in difficulty. The Cuban officials claimed 
that the goods were not as represented, and that 


for such a violation of the law the steamship 
must suffer the penalty. The penalty amounted 
to several thousand dollars—$10,000 it is un- 
derstood. The steamship company demurred 
and claimed that it was innocent of intent to 
violate the law. It was compelled to pay the 
damages, and has brought suit to recover. 

Neither party to the suit showed any anxiety 
yesterday toenterinto particulars. Both were 
very much surprised todiscover that THE TIMES 
knew anything about the suit, and were curious 
to find out how the information could have been 
secured. A member of the firm of McKesson & 
Robbins committed himself no further than to 
say he had been advised to say nothing about 
the matter; that there was no law to prevent 
one man from bringing a suit against another, 
and that the mere bringing of a suit did 
not mean a successful termination. He 
advised that the matter be dropped. 
The Ward Steamship Company is represented 
by Messrs. Carter & Ledyard. A member of the 
legal firm evinced quite as much surprise as bad 
a member of the drug firm that THE Times knew 
anything about the suit. No record of it was to 
be found in the courts. The papers had been 
served last week, but no answer had been made. 
The plaintiff's lawyer said he did not feel at lib- 
erty to give any information about the suit. He 
smiled when he was asked if it were true that 
the goods which had caused the trouble were 
opium. 


SAMUEL G. JELLIFFE DEAD. 


AN HONORABLE RECORD FOR A COM- 
PARATIVELY YOUNG MAN. 

Samuel G. Jelliffe, who died suddenly on 
Sunday at his home, One Hundred and Forty- 
tirst-street and the Boulevard, was very well 
known in the northern part of the city. He was 
the son of William M. Jelliffe, and was born in 
Norwalk, Conn., on Jan. 20,1838. Very soon 
after his birth the family removed to New-York. 
Mr. Jelliffe was sent to the school of the 
Dutch Reformed Church, and afterward to the 


Twenty-fourth Ward School. He entered the 
College of the City of New-York in 1852, and 
was graduated in 1857 as third honor man in 
his class. Forthree years he remained in col- 
lege as tutor, and studied law in the office of the 
late Judge Edmunds. In 1862 he was admitted 
at the Bar, and in 1863 he formed with Charles 
H. Kitchel the firm of Kitchel & Jelliffe, with 
which he remained until his death. 

For two years Mr. Jelliffe was Presidentof the 
Association of the Alumni of the College of the 
City of New-York. He was appointed a member 
of the Board of Education by Mayor Ely, and he 
served one term. He wasa Republican and a 
member of the Young Men’s Republican Club 
and of the Century Club. He married about 20 
years ago the daughter of the Rey. Silas H. 
Hazard, formerly President of the University orf 
Iowa. He leaves a widow and two children, a 
boy and a girl. 

The funeral willtake place at his residence 
to-day at 3 P. M., and the purial will be to-mor- 
row at Cypress Hills Cemetery.

SIGNOR BERGAMINI’S WILL. 

The will of Emiliano P. Bergamini, the 
Italian banker at 15 Centre-street, about whose 
affairs his creditors have been making so much 
trouble lately, and whose widow has attached 
the property belonging to the estate for $20,000, 
was filed for probate in the Surrogate’s office 
yesterday. Besides his widow, Christina J., 
Signor Bergamini left three daughters and 


one son. Two of the daughters, Mary 
Frame and Theresa Bergamini, live in this 
city; the other daughter, Rachel Bergamini, 
lMves in Naples, Italy. The son, William 
A. Bergamini, lives in North Adams, Mass. The 
will was executed on Nov. 3, 1887. It gives his 
residence in Alexander-avenue to his widow, for 
her sole use and benefit, and sheis alsoto get 
one-half of the rest of the estate. The other 
haif is to be divided equally between his three 
daughters. The widow is made Executrix. 

Agostino Triflano, a creditor of the estate to 
the amount of $223 90 for moneys deposited in 
the bank, has filed an objection to the granting 
of letters testamentary to the widow, and says 
that there are valid objections to her being 
Executrix. 
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AN UNNATURAL SON. 

Mrs. Rosina Lauber was landed on Mon- 
day at Castle Garden from the North German 
Lloyd steamship Ems, after a vain search for 
riches, and only to learn that she was the vic- 
tim of filial ingratitude. She is 67 years old, 


and has lived in this country for 20 years. Her 
son, with whom she lived in Dubuque, Iowa, 
told her some time ago thatan uncle of his in 
Germany had died and left him a legacy amount- 
ing to about $5,000, and, as he was an invalid, 
he wanted his mother to go over and get the 
money. Mrs. Lauber went, but learned that 
the uncle had not died, and that consequently 
there was no legacy. Her brother paid her fare 
back, and when she landed at Castle Garden, as 
she was without money, word was sent to her 
son in Dubuque, who replied that the old 
woman was a fool, and refused to help her. 
What will be done with Mrs. Lauber has not 
been decided, but she may receive public char- 
ity on account of her having been a resident of 
this country before.

IN AND ABOUT THE CITY! 


MR. SEMPLE REBUKED. 
JUDGES THINK THAT AIS INTERFER NCE 
WAS UNWARRANTED. 

Mackenzie Semple, Assistant District At- 
torney, bad an unpleasant quarter of an hour 
with the Judges of the General Sessions yester- 
day. The cause of it arose out of Mr. Semple’s 
action with respect to the appeals to the Gen- 
eral Term in the cases of McGrath, who was sen- 
tenced by Judge Cowing to three years’ imprison- 
ment on a conviction of manslaughter in the 
second degree; of De Leon, whom Judge Gilder- 
sleeve sentenced to 15 years on conviction of kid- 
napping, and in a case which was disposed of by 
Recorder Smyth. Mr. Semple refused to argue 
the cases, on the ground that there had been 
error in each of them, and that the judgments 
ougnat not, therefore, to stand. The lawyers for 


the defendants made their arguments, and aft- 
erward Mr. Semple wrote to Judge Daniels at 
Buffalo, saying that he believed that the judg- 
ments should be reversed because of error. One 
of the Juages of the General Term informed the 
Judges of the General Sessions of Mr. Semple’s 
doings, and yesterday he was summoned by 
each of them. 

Judge Gildersleeve said to a Tres reporter: 
‘We wereall very much put out about it. We 
knew nothing of Mr. Semple’s action until yes- 
terday, and were considerably surprised and in- 
dignant. Mr. Semple is a young lawyer and he 
acted ashe did trom a misconception of his du- 
ties. He abandoned the De Leon case on the 
appeal because, in his judgment, error was 
committed on the trial. The fact that the Gen- 
eral Term has affirmed the judgment shoulda 
warn him, and I think 1t will, that his 
province should be to uphold the peo- 
ple’s case and present the reasons of the 
presiding Judge for his rulings. I sent for Mr. 
Semple and Col. Fellows when I heard of it, and 
had along talk with them. Col. Fellows has 
promised to see to if that the case is properly 
presented to the Court of Appeals when it 
reaches that tribunal. Mr. Semple’s action 
might bave resulted in considerable harm, but I 
am glad to know it has not.” 

Judge Cowing spoke in much the same terms 
as Judgé Gildersleeve, and added: ‘I sent for 
Mr. Semple and Col. Fellows, and we arrived at 
an understanding. The District Attorney will 
look after the McGrath case when it gues before 
the Court of Appeals. I don’t think Mr. Semple 
intended any harm, but he should have come to 
me before he wrote to Judge Daniels that in his 
opinion the ianmneme could not stand because of 
errors. It is enough that the General Term 
affirms McGrath’s conviction to convince him 
that his opinion should not be placed above that 
of the trial Judges. The Judges of the General 
Term are coming to rely more and more upon 
the discretion and judgment of the Judges of 
General Sessions, and are not inclined to reverse 
them on purely technical grounds and quibbies.” 
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THE TROUBLE NOT ADJUSTED. 
THE REV. MR. CHESTER REFUSES TO 
ATTEND THE CHURCH COUNCIL, 

The difficulties and turmoils at the Bush- 
wick-Avenue Congregational Church, Brooklyn, 
which have of late characterized the relations 
between the Pastor, the Rev. Arthur Chester, 
and his flock, were considered yesterday by a 
council of the Congregational churches of Brook- 
lyn. The council did not do much in the way of 
adjusting the trouble, but it did succeed in nar- 
rowing down the issue to the question, Is or is 
not the Rev. Arthur Chester Pastor of the church? 

It was 2:30 yesterday afternoon when the 
council assembled in the pretty little brick 
church, which was comfortably filled. The Rev. 
Dr. William Kincaid occupied the chair, and was 


accompanied by the Revs. S. B. Halliday and C. 
Graham. The call of the letter missive was 
sent to 19 churches, and 10 of them were repre- 
sented. There was a unanimous sentiment that 
the Rev. Arthur Chester should be asked to join 
in the deliberations and thus make it a mutual 
council. Mr. Chester, however, refused to co- 
operate with the counci! on the ground that the 
letter missive gave him no knowledge as to the 
matters to be discussed, and that the church 
was not represented in the council. A general 
discussion then ensued. 

Dr. Little, who represents the opposing fac- 
tionin the church war, said that they were 
ready at any time to bave a mutual council. He 
was sick, he said, of these turmoils. They had 
thought over it and prayed over it, and the 
whole trouble was keeping him awake nights. 
They haa offered to leave the whole question to 
five ministers, each varty to abide by the de- 
cision of the majority, but Mr. Chester had re- 
fused. There were two sets of officers in the 
church at that time, each claiming legal office, 
and the state of affairs was so bad that it was 
impossible to get concerted action. 

The committee again retired, and on its re- 
turn Prof. Raymond said: ‘By the consent of 
both parties this one question has been formu- 
lated upon which the parties will submit to the 
decision of this council—whether the Rev. Ar- 
thur Chester is or is not the Pastor of this 
eburch.”’ 

It was then decided to adjourn the council un- 
til next Tuesday at 2 P. M., at which time the 
Bushwick-Avenue Church will be represented 
and the whole matter decided. In the mean- 
time w committee consisting of the Rev. 8.8. 
Hughson, A. A. Spear, and the Rev. Dr. Roberts 
was appointed to zo through the immense mass 
of documentary evidence which has been pre- 
pared on the subject. 


BERETS EEE 
BEFORE THE ALDERMEN. 

At yesterday’s session cf the Board of 
Aldermen there were received, through the 
Mayor, resolutions from the Board of Super- 
visors of Richmond County, Staten Island, in- 
viting the co-operation of the cities of New-York 
and New-Jersey in arranging an international 
exhibition on Staten Island to celebrate the 
fourth centenary of the discovery of America by 
Christopher Columbus. It was referred to the 
Committee on Law. 

A petition was presented from the Long Island 
Railroad Company for leave to construct two 
parallel railroad tunnels under the East River, 


near Thirty-tifth-street, from Long Island City 
to a terminus between Ninth and Tenth avenues 
and Twenty-ninth and Thirtieth streets, where 
the tunnels will reach the surface. Two branch 
tunnels are contemplated: One from ‘Thirty- 
fourth-street and Fourth-avenue to the Grand 
Central Station, the other from Thirtieth-street 
and Ninth-avenue to a connection with the Hud- 
son River Tunnel at the foot of Christopher- 
street, North River. The surface of no street, 
avenue, or public place is to be occupied by the 
company. It is proposed to begin work as soon 
as the consent of the property owners can be se- 
cured. The top line of the proposed tunnel will 
be an average of 60 feet below street 
grade, and at the intersection with the 
various elevated railways passenger ele- 
vators will connect the two lines. of 
railroad. Electric engines will be employed for 
motive power, elevating and ventilating ma- 
chinery. The petition was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Ferries ard Franchises. 

The Law Department Committee reported 
back the resolution regarding the revision of 
the State laws concerning the city and the ordi- 
nances of the city, with a recommendation that 
the work be confined tothe codification of the 
ordinances and that the work be done by the 
Law Department. The resolution was adopted. 

Alderman Conkling offered a resolution rec- 
ommending to the Legisluture the limitation of 
the Saturday half holiday to the months of 
June, July, August, and September. It was re- 
ferred to the Law Committee. 


TRUSTEES OF THE OCITY’S COLLEGE. 

At a special meeting of the Board of 
Trustees of the College of New-York yesterday 
afternoon, in the hall of the Board of Education, 
J. Edwara Simmons was elected Presidént, 
Arthur McMullen Secretary, and Edward E. 
Van Saun Assistant Secretary. A resolution 


appropriating $150,000 for 1888, of which 
$118,000 is for salaries and $32,000 for apps 
ratus, books, supplies, &c., was adopted. The 
Chairman appointed the following members of 
the Executive Committee for the ensuing year: 
Charles L. Holt, Chairman; Robert M. Gallaway, 
Henry L. Sprague, William Lummis, E. J. H. 
Tamsen, William Wood, M. M. O’Brien, William 
A. Cole, A. 8. Webb, and the Chairman ex officio. 

Trustee Holt alluded to the death of Samuel 
G. Jeilliffe, who was graduated from the College 
of New-York in 1857, was a tutor in the college 
from 1858 to 1864, and subsequently was a 
member of the Board of Education and Trustee 
of the college, and his remarks were ordered en- 
tered upon fhe minutes,

BOARDING HOUSE ECONOMY. 


THE ROGERSES OBJECTED TO THE FOOD 
BUT HAD TO PAY THE BILL, 


The kitchen arrangements of an up-town 
boarding house were aired yesterday before 
Judge Pitshke and a jury in the City Court, and, 
according to some witnesses, were not of a 
savory kind. In November, 1885, Frank D. 
Rogers, a commission merchant, now living on 
Prospect-place, Brooklyn, went to Dr. D. E. 
Holman’s boarding house, at 330 West Fifty- 
seventh-street, and made an agreement to take 
the second floor for a year at the rate of 
$160 a month, board to be furnisned for 
four persons, and good board at that. 
The Rogers family, consisting of himself, wife, 
mother, and maid, soon aiterward moved in. 
They stood it for six months and then moved 


out. Thedoctor claimed $500 for the remain- 
ing portion of the year, and, as Rogers would 
not pay it, a suit was instituted to recover that 
amount. The doctor, however, assigned the 
case to hia chambermaid or housekeeper, Eliza- 
heth Morriss. The defense was that the doctor 
had failed to keep his part of the contract as re- 
gards the food, and served such poor stuff that 
the family were compelled to move out. 

Mr. Rogers tol@ a sad story of the living at the 
boarding house. The coffee was so bad, he said, 
that after attempting to drink it four or tive 
times they bad to giveit up. The butter con- 
tained a large amount of potential force, and the 
the meat was tough and of the worse cuts. What 
should have been sweet was sour and the acids 
were sweet. The meais were never appetizing, 
and often were sent back untouched. Besides, 
the meat was sometimes cooked in the wash- 
boiler. 

The plaintiffs witnesses all swore that the 
meals at the boarding house were excellent and 
that, on the other hand, the Rogers family were 
very particular. Michael Dillon, the caterer, 
swore that the food was well cooked. It was 
cooked by his wife, who had formerly cooked for 
the Westminster Kennel Club, whether for the 
dogs or the members of the club the witness 
did not explain. After complaints from the 
Rogers one day, he prepared a delicacy for them 
for lunch in the shape of whitebait. Mrs. 
Rogers had returned it. saying that it locked 
like snails and that she intended to know what 
she was eating. Mrs. Rogers and her people 
would pick the food to pieces and then send it 
back s0 that it could not be sent to any one else. 
Mr. Dillon strenuously denied that the wash- 
boiler had ever been used for culinary purposes- 

Miss Morriss, the plaintiff, a buxom, good-look- 
ing blonde, said that afew days ago Mr. Rogers 
had met her at 83 Elizabeth-street and that they 
talked about the suit. Mr. Rogers had said that 
he would give $500 to any one who would go 

ainst the doctor. ; 

In rebuttal, Mr. Rogers denied the last state- 
ment. He had made no offers of money. He 
also declared that Dillon, the caterer, had once 
told him that the doctor did dot give the chef 
enough money to supply the boarders. 

The jury gave the plaintiff a verdict of $335. 


WABASH REORGANIZATION. 


A PLEA FOR A PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT 


OF THE PRESENT TROUBLE. 
To the Ettitor of the New-York Times: 

If we may credit the statement of the Wabash 
committees, as advertised in THE TIMEs, the re- 
organization proposed to the bondholders Nov. 21, 
1887, is likely to be a success. A large majority of 
the bonds has been deposited and promised; and if 
this is true, the complicated affairs of this corpo- 
ration may soon be disentangled, much to the relief 
of the bondholders, and certainly much to the sat- 
isfaction of the community. 

Any fair adjustment between the numerous 
mortgages Of this bankrupt company which is sup- 
ported by a large majority of the bondholders should 
not be obstructed even by those who are discon- 
tented unless itis quite clear that a better solution 
of the great difficulties in the case can be provided. 
The satisfactory arrangement of 14 different mort- 
gages of varied rank and conflicting claims is, per- 


haps, impossibleif every bondholder chooses to in- 
sist upon his own interpretation of the rights con- 
veyed by his security. and, therefore, a proposed 
settlement which commands the approval of a large 
Majority under the mortgage contracts should be 
accepted and carried to its conclusion. 

The right of a minority to object and to carry the 
question into the courts is indisputable, but the 
practical business man will naturally ask himself 
whether opposition to the expressed wish of the 
majority is likely to be successful, and furthermore 
whether such success would be an advantage. If 
the majority cannot suit the minority it will be in- 
finitely more difficult for this minority to construct 
@ plan which would suit the majority. , 

he opposition, as we understand the matter, 
comes mainly from some of the holders of second 
mortgage bonds who think their mortgages have not 
been given their proper rank in the arrangement of 
the proposed new mortgages. But even in this 
there is great divergeuce of opinion among the 
second mortgage bondholders, for a large amount of 
the bonds of each second mortgage has already been 
deposited with the Central Trust Company under 
the plan, and the committees claim that they will 
have a controlling amount. Many who are familiar 
with the lines covered by the old second mortgages, 
and those which are to be covered by the new, 
claim that the new security will be much safer and 
better than the old on account of the superior 
control over the whole of the lines, rolling stock, 
and.terminals, instead of the present liens upon 
sections which could only combine upona part of 
the main line; and itis well known that the ower- 
ship of rolling stock and terminals is claimed by 
other mortgages. Whatever might be the result of 
a prolonged contest on these questions it is obvioas- 
ly wise to avoid it if possible, and there does not 
seem to be any promise of advantage in obstructing 
a reorganization which has the sanction of so large 
a proportion of the bondholders. 

if, as we are inf ed, the lines west of the Mis- 
Sissippi River haVe earned a large surplus over 
fixed charges in the last year, it will certainly be an 
advantage to the east line mortgages to have the 
benefit of this increment, and the second mortgages 
eer will be reinforced and strengthened by 
it. 

No attempt has been made by the malcontents to 
construct @ plan, nor even to suggest a practical 
improvement or modification of the present one. 
The only demand made by the ‘“ Defense Commit- 
tee” has been to have the second mortgages put 
upon the same level as the first mortgages; that is, 
to be included in the same mortgage at 42 per cent. 
interest. To ask intelligent men to submit to such 
a proposition to first mortgage bondholders certainly 
seems absurd, and the only inference which can be 
drawn from it is that the leaders of the movement 
simply wish to prevent the success of any plan, and 
to break up the system for the benefit of some rival 
corporation. 

Upon the whole, it seems desirable for all con- 
cerned to bring the troubles and disputes of the 
Wabash to a conclusion, and the best and quickest 
way todo thisis for the bondholders under every 
mortgage to deposit their bonds and puta stop to 
further litigation, delay, and expense. Respectfully
